The 
main portal, the statues of the Virgin 
and the tw elve apostles, and several other 
pieces of sculpture, have already heen re­ 
produced, and ere long most of the mold­ 
ings will have been placed in the new mu­ 
seum. 


Amerhest College has concluded that its 
students are men, their ages averaging 
22, and will, therefore, no longer Euhject 
them to discipline as boys. 
They will 
hereafter be held responsible for their 
work, but not for their personal conduct, 
unless it interfere with their duties. 
This 
has long been the rule in German universi­ 
ties, hut has never been fully tested in this 
country, though Harvard has, to a limited 
extent, adopted it.

TWENTY-FOURTH SESSION-FIRST DAY. 


Both Houses Organize—Governor’s Message 
Transmitted.

At 12 m. Lieutenant Governor M a n s f ie l d rapped 
his desk with his gavel a d eaid : “ The day and 
h< ur having arrived for tlie meeting of the Legisla­ 
ture under the Constitution, the Senate will now 
come to order.” 
The roll was then called by Secretary Marcus D. 
Boruck, and thirty-nine members answered to their 
names, Glascock of Colusa being absent. 
Mr. Brown—I move that the Senate now adjourn 
until the hour of 4 o'clock. 
Air. W a t s o n — I move to amend by changing the 
hour to half-past 2. 
Mr. Sears—It is important and necessary that we 
should go into the organization of the Senate at as 
early an hour as jiossible. I understand that the 
Governor’s message is already set up in type by the 
San Francisco papers 
We can complete our organ­ 
ization at an early hour this afternoon, and inform 
the Governor of that fact, so that the message can 
be delivered to the people through the press, ami I 
move that instead of adjourning this Senate, that 
we take a recess for an hour a- d a half. 
Mr. Sears’ amendment being put and carried by a 
viva voce vote, the Senate took a recess uutil half­ 
past 1.

R y a n 
placed in nomination John W. Sattenvhite of San 
Bernardino. 
The roll being called and Johnston receiving 24 to 
Satterwhite’s 11, the former was declared elected by

N yk nominated M. D. Boruck for the po­ 
sition of Secretary. 
Mr. Enos seconded the nomination. 
Mr. P a r d e e moved that Mr. Boruck be elected by 
acclamation.

This motion being declared out of order, the roll 
was called and Mr. Boruck was elected unanimously.

Mr. Sears’ motion was carried, and the President 
appointed Senators Sears, Enos at.d Cheney as the 
committee. 
The officers of the Senate were then administered 
the oath by tlie Presidenta 
Mr. D a v is i ffered the following : 
. 
Res lved, That the Commit.ec on Contingent Ex­ 
penses of the last Senate be and it is hereby ap­ 
pointed a special committee to ascertain and report 
to this Senate the sums due to the temporary otTieers 
for mileage and per diem for services rendered in 
the organization of the present Senate. 
Mr. DicksNSON said there was no appropriation 
for mileage for either Senators or employes of the 
Senate. 
Lost session a certain amount of money 
was appropriated for per diem, which did not apply 
to mileage. 
Mr. S e a r s here notified the Senate that the com­ 
mittee appointed to wait upon the Governor had 
perforend its duty, and 1 ad been told by him that 
his message would be submitted to the Senate in a 
few monn nts. 
Mr. D ic k e n s o n moved that the rules of the last 
Senate he temporarily adopted for the use of the 
present body.

ings will have been placed in the new mu­ 
seum. 
Amerhest College has concluded th at its 
students are men, their ages averaging 
22, and w ill, therefore, no longer subject 
them to discipline as boys. ~They will 
hereafter be held responsible for their 
work, but not for their personal conduct, 
unless it interfere with their duties.

The demonstrations against the Jews in Berlin 
continue, and the crusade seems to be gaining 
force. 
A daring attempt was made at San Buenaventura, 
Sunday night, to rub Wells, Fargo & Co.’s office and 
kill the agent. 
Both houses of the California Legislature organ­ 
ized yeste day, by the election of lion. Wiiliam 
Johnston President protein, of the Senate, and lion. 
W. H. Parks Speaker of the Ilouse. The annual 
message of the Governor was read (the full text of 
which is given this morning on the last page) at the 
eveni g session, other officials chosen, and an ad­ 
journment was had until this morning. 


ORGANIZATION CF THE LEGISLATURE. 
The Legislature organized yesterday, and 
the selection of officers was of good omen. 
Tho ArBembly exhibited an encouraging 
amount of sagacity in electing W. H. 
1’arks of Yuba, Speaker. It would have 
been impossible to better that choice. Mr. 
Parks is a veteran parliamentarian, an ad­ 
m rable man of business, quick and fertile 
of resources, suave and courteous in man­ 
ner, of excellent judgment and cool tem­ 
per, and in all ways peculiarly well fitted, 
both by nature and education, for the re­ 
sponsible and exacting position he is about 
to fill. It is indeed comparatively seldom 
that it is in the power of a legislative body 
to facilitate its deliberations by the choice 
of so thoroughly capable a Speaker. Mr. 
Parks will undoubtedly make tho most of 
every hour at disposal, and we expect to 
see a far greater amount of business trans­ 
acted from the one fact that he is in the 
chair. 
The Senate has on its part 
shown good sense in unhesitatingly mak­ 
ing Mr. Boruck its Secretary. There is no 
inan in California so thoroughly versed in 
the duties of the office, or so eminently 
fitted to perform them well. He has 
served in it so long that his qualifications 
have become notorious, and the very full­ 
ness of his fitness is a convincing demon­ 
stration of the wisdom of those princi­ 
ples of Civil Service reform which he is 
so reluctant to accept. Such a man as Mr. 
Boruck ought to be made perpetual Secre­ 
tary of the Senate, because he is the best 
man for the place. But the -spoils system 
interferes whenever a Democratic Legisla­ 
ture is elected, and then the business of 
the Senate is worse performed, simply be­ 
cause partisan regulations forbid the selec­ 
tion of the fittest man for the supervision 
of it. In fact Mr. Boruck is a liviug ex­ 
ample of the justice and practical sound­ 
ness of the principles which nevertheless 
he refuses to admit the force of. A more 
egoistical man would have long ago learned 
to Alison from his particular case to the 
general proposition. 
THE NEVADA SESATORSBIP. 
According to rumor, the immaculate 
NeTada legislators are just now quite con­ 
sternated by the evidences of an economi­ 
cal bent displayed by Mr. James Fair. 
Complaints are rife of bis unprecedented 
parsimony in the preparations for bis Sena­ 
torial canvass, and the meagerness of the 
supply of champagne and cigars has already 
suggested dreadful suspicions in regard to 
the candidate's intentions in other and 
more important respects. 
In fact, thi* 
condition of mistrust has grown so general 
that there is eome talk of putting up a new 
candidate, if only to show Mr. Fair that 
his arrangements are not quite so complete 
as be appears to have concluded. It will 
be interesting to watch the outcome of the 
canvass in our sister State. There is of 
course no room for doubt as to the charac­ 
ter of the methods employed there in mak­ 
ing United States Senators. In fact, we 
believe the average Nevada legislator 
would consider it rather insulting to sup­ 
pose him capable of voting disinterestedly 
on snch an occasion. 
“ Uncle James," 
however, as the present candidate is some- 
t’mes affectionately called, is a gentleman 
of more than oemmon shrewdness, and if 
he makes up his mind to arrange this liitle 
transaction more economically than usual, 
we fear the “ boys" will prove hardly a 
match for him. 


The framers of the new Constitution, in 
drafting a revenue system, fell into the 
serious error of forgetting that equal 
justice to all the members of a common­ 
wealth is not only an absolute moral re­ 
quirement, but a necessary condition of 
prosperous community growth. 
There 
were complaints at that time to the effect 
that a large percentage of property was 
escaping taxation. 
This was an evil to 
be remedied, but there was only one 
statesmanlike method of remedying it. 
If property which ought to be taxed 
escapes taxation, it is necessary to pursue 
it and bring it within the reach of the 
assessor. This, however, is not what the 
Constitutional Convention did. Instead of 
seeking to equalize taxation on a rational 
basis, it sought to create inequalities even 
greater than those which had previously 
existed. It appeared to be possessed by 
the idea that its business was rather that 
of an avenger than a legislator. 
It 
proceeded on the hypothesis that inas­ 
much as some classes of property had in 
the past paid less taxes than it should 
have done, in the future it ought to be 
made to pay more than its just proportion. 
This was to discriminate against certain 
classes of property ; and to discriminate 
against certain classes of property is 
to deprive that property of the equal 
measure of justice all citizens are entitled 
to, and so to disturb the balance of society. 
The Convention, had it been wise, would 
have confined its efforts to preventing eva­ 
sions of just taxation. Instead of doing 
this it undertook to create unjust methods 
of taxation. It said in effect, “ Hitherto 
“ there have been evasions of taxation on 
“ actual and tangible property. Hence­ 
fo rth there shall be taxation on unreal 
“ and intangible property.” It invented a 
class of property having co real existence. 
It decreed that the shadow as well as the 
substance should be assessed. In so doing 
it c-rected an iuvidifius distinction which 
had all the effect of a deliberate special 
impost upon certain forms of enterprise 
and investment. In endeavoring to cure 
one wrong it in fact perpetrated another, 
and instead of establishing equality of 
taxation, which would have been just to 
all, it established inequality of taxation, 
which was unjust. Now when a State 
thus attacks certain kinds of property, it 
is practically banishing those kinds of 
property in the same way that govern­ 
ments seek to exclude foreign manu­ 
factures by tariff regulations. 
When 
California declared that stocks and shares 
should hereafter be taxed as well as the 
thing3 they represented, she advertised 
that corporate enterprises were not desired 
in her boundaries. For by her course on 
this head she made it apparent that any 
other .State in the Union offered greater 
advantages for this form of investment 
than she did. She deliberately handi­ 
capped corporate undertakings in her 
mid3t, and made it the interest of all who 
were concerned in those undertakings to 
go elsewhere. It is a matter of business 
and of arithmetic. A State which should 
impose double taxation upon manufactures 
would drive them away. A State which 
singles ont any kind of property for double 
taxation drives it away. Capital necessa­ 
rily and invariably seeks the most profita­ 
ble investments. If, therefore, the State 
handicaps some particular form of invest­ 
ment by unequal and discriminating taxa­ 
tion, the measure diverts capital into other 
channels. 
It is difficult to understand how any 
other results could have been expected, 
though certain journals which were animated 
by a monomaniacal rancor against ass:ciatcd 
capitalsonght to encourage our Communistic 
Constitution-tinkers by assuring them that 
capital would he compelled—in some unex­ 
plained way—to stay and submit to punish­ 
ment. But no laws can so cause capital to 
bear malicious persecution. 
It can be ex­ 
pelled, but it cannot be made to put up with 
double taxation. 
Consequently prepara­ 
tions are being made to withdraw great 
masses of capital from the .State. If it has 
not been withdrawn airead)’, it is be­ 
cause there remained a hope that the Legis­ 
lature now in session might be sufficiently 
intelligent to amend the most mischievous 
revenue provisions in operation. Should 
such amendment not be conceded this 
capital will undoubtedly be removed, 
and it is necessary to consider what 
this means, in connection with the 
interests of the community. 
Suppos­ 
ing that there are a thousand millions of 
property in the State. The new Constitu­ 
tion proposes to put an additional ten per 
cent, taxation on the last hundred millions. 
The result is the withdrawal of this hun­ 
dred millions from the State. It may be 
9aid that this would only restore the origi­ 
nal situation, but that is not the case. 
The withdrawal of one-tenth of the tax­ 
able property would not only compel the 
remaining nine-tenths to bear the whole 
weight of taxation ; it would render the 
remaining nine-tenths less capable of bear­ 
ing the burden, for it would depreciate the 
value of this remainder. It follows, there­ 
fore, that when an attempt is made to im­ 
pose unequal taxation upon certain classes 
of property, the inevitable effect must le 
to impoverish the whole community, 
and so, not only to fail of the expected 
results, but to 
make the situation 
worse than it was at the beginning. 
The truth is that no State can prosper 
which does not make equal justice the 
foundation of its laws. 
To the extent 
that any section of the community is dis­ 
criminated against, that section is paralyzed, 
and its usefulness to the commonwealth 
is destroyed. It is only when opportuni­ 
ties, obligations and burdens are made equal, 
that the community C3n flourish. W hat­ 
ever laws operate injuriously to the ac­ 
cumulation of wealth are against public 
policy. Equity is not a mere idea of the 
closet ; it is a necessary condition of 
progress and prosperity. Unequal laws ara 
bad, and bad laws cannot produce good 
effects. W hat California needs most is a 
rational system of taxation, and no system 
can be rational which taxes the same thing 
twice or more, no matter what sophistries 
aro employed to disguise the act of confis­ 
cation.

cific coast. A good deal of interest is 
felt in the probable attitude of the new 
Administration towards the Grant “ stal­ 
warts.” If the statements put forward by 
the New York Tribune in bo authoritative 
a manner may be accepted as expressing 
General Garfield’s purposes, it is clear that 
he wishes to steer a safe middle course. 
It is intimated that while he will reward 
his friends he will not punish his enemies ; 
which means, we suppose, that he will do 
nothing to create a quarrel with Conkliug 
and his Bchool of politicians. Indeed the 
rumor that he contemplates offering the 
Treasury portfolio to Levi P. Morton, if 
true, would seem to indicate a distinct de­ 
termination to conciliate the New York 
Senator, for Morton is understood to 
be Coakling’s choice for a Cabinet 
position. On the other hand, the 
appointment of Blaine to the Pre­ 
miership would be so pronounced a 
concession to the anti-Conkling wing of 
the party that it is difficult to see how 
harmony could be maintained under 
such an arrangement. The programme of 
General Garfield will probably be one of 
compromises on all sides. If, as is inti­ 
mated, he looks forward to a second term, 
such a programme is necessary to his am­ 
bition. But no course is so difficult or so 
doubtful as that which he appears to have 
determined on, and if it succeeds in his 
hands he will be entitled to great credit 
for his political sagacity. The leader who 
seeks to satisfy two discordant factions gen­ 
erally ends in disappointing and offending 
both. 
General Garfield is a veteran 
politician, but he has never yet shown any 
strong inclination to go beyond the limits 
of party. He has no doubt often ex­ 
pressed views embodjing the highest 
thoughts of his party on many subjects, 
bat he has been obedient to partisan re­ 
quirements at test points. So far no indi­ 
cations have been given by him which 
justify the inference that he intends to 
strike out a new line for himself. On 
the contrary, if some of the current reports 
about his Cabinet are we’l founded, 
he has no purpose of making any 
concession to the reform or independent 
element of the Republican party, but is 
content to take his political family from 
the old-line politicians. The talk about a 
Pacific Coast member of the Cabinet still 
continues, but opinions differ as to the 
identity of the selection. If the views of 
the people of California are consulted, Gen­ 
eral Garfield cannot doubt that Senator 
Sargent would be regarded here as the 
most suitable representative of the Far 
West. His abilities are well known ana 
appreciated. His knowledge of onr needs is 
complete, and his long and industrious 
public career marks him out for such an 
honor.

The 
fact that Mr. Wilson is a Democrat is evi­ 
dently unknown to the correspondent, but 
as such a fact could not be unknown to 
General Garfield, it is clear that he is about 
as likely to put Abram S. Hewitt or Mr. 
Barnum in his Cabiuet. The speculators 
appear to have determined that Mr. Blaine 
shall be Secretary of S:ate, and there can 
be no donbt that this selection would 
be very heartily approved on the fa.

LIST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


The disgraceful movement against the 
Jews in Germany appears to be gathering 
fresh momentum, and the barbarians who 
have hitherto contented themselves with 
railing accusations against their Semitic 
compatriots are proceeding to actual vio­ 
lence. 
The New Y'ear at Berlin was 
ushered in by an attack upon a restaurant 
frequented by Jews, and those of the hated 
race who were in the place were assaulted 
and seriously injured. The astonishing 
statement is made that the police seemed 
powerless to protect the victims or to quell 
the disturbance. If they were inactive it 
can only be believed that the Govern­ 
ment is really not averse to the 
progress of the crusade, in which case 
it will not be long before there is 
another Jewish Exodus from Germany. 
If indeed Bismarck refuses to protect 
the German Jew’s, and secretly foments 
this abominable raid upon them, it 
is 
in 
order 
to 
express 
a hope 
that the persecuted people may be enabled 
at no distant date to repay this German 
brutality with interest, and in a way which 
vitlcut tothequick. With the present Jew­ 
ish strength in the money markets of the 
world this need be no idle menace. In the 
event of a war between Germany and any 
continental power, the finances will ul­ 
timately be controlled by the Jews, and 
they can either paralyze Bismarck by 
causing his loans to be refused, or they can 
force him to pay their own price for his 
subsidies. It is not only an infamous but 
a dangerous game which the anti-Semitic 
Germans are playing, in fact, and we shall 
be very much surprised if, before it is over, 
they do not discover that they have been 
making sad fools of themselves.

T h e lltllc -P e ru v la n W ar—D esperate N aval 
E ngagem ent. 
L ima, December 9th.—Early on the morn­ 
ing of the 4th thj Peruvian launch Urcos 
whilst on guard duty in the bay, was attacked 
by three Chilean torpedo launches. The 
Peruvian was aimed with one forty-pounder 
and two mitrailleuse, the Chileans wi’h 
torpedoes, cannon, mitrailleuse and rocket 
tubes. The Urcos made a deiperate re­ 
sistance, but finally thought prudence 
the better part of valor, and worked 
within range of the shore batteries. Then 
the Huascar, Angamos and Chacabnco, with 
three more launches, came over from the 
island, and the engagement became ge era!. 
Shot, shell and rockets were whizzing about 
on shore, whilst the battei ies pounded away 
with the greatest energy at the Huascar, 
which it was believed was struck once. The 
Urcos aiso succeeded in striking one of the 
torpedo launches, and the combat then termi­ 
nated by the Chileans returning to the island 
with it to effect repairs. Three men were 
killed and two wounded 
on 
board 
the Urcos, which is nothing more than 
a slow launch tug. Once a torpedo 
boat attempted to get near enough to blow 
ber up, but a shot from her 40-pounder put 
an end to the attempt. The spars were cut 
on the Chilean launches during the two hours 
the fighting lasted. During the first part the 
fighting was done to the northward of the 
hay. where the neutral ve.seIs aie at anchor. 
The Lackawanna and Garibaldi both had 
narrow escapes, a heavy shell from the shore 
bursting quite close to them, l’hey at once 
moved their anchorage, as in fact did most of 
the other vessels. 
T he í ’ru sad c A gainst Jew s. 
B erlin, January 3d.—On the morning of 
New Year’s Day, large crowds, mostly stu­ 
dents, made a demonstration before a cafe 
much frequented by Jews. They smashed 
windows and mobbed all the Jews they met.. 
The police weie comparatively helpless. An­ 
other cafe was invaded and emptied of Jews. 
Large and stormy meeting! continue to be 
held, and the crusade seems to be gaining 
force. Fists are now being substituted for 
tongues. 
B erlin, January 3.1.—Reports received 
here of demonstrations in the United States, 
with the view of protesting against anti-Jew- 
ish agitation, is producing a very unfavorable 
impression, the feeling being that Germany 
can tolerate no intervention in home affairs 
by foreign States. 
T he Irl»li A gitation. 
D ublin, January 3J.—A more repuldve 
and terrible year has never come upon the 
country. Its history may be written in two 
words : ” Distress—Disturbance.” It came 
in a beggiug-box and has gone out with blud­ 
geons. It will take many years to recon­ 
struct the social system now in rnins, and 
few can be sanguine enough to hope the task 
will be accomplished in the present genera­ 
tion. 
THE STATE TRIALS.

D ublin, January 31—On the resumption 
of the State trials this morning the Court 
was crowded, though the proceedings were 
uninteresting, simply consisting of the read­ 
ing of stenographers’ notes of the speeches of 
the traversers. The Court to-day decided 
that the speeches delivered in favor of the 
traversers at various meetings throughout 
the country be read by their counsel. It is 
expected that this decision will considerably 
protract the trials. 
T he K usstan-T nrcnnian War—D etails o f 
th e U erent Engngeiircnt. 
St. P etersburg, January 3d.—The fol­ 
lowing ara the details of the engagement in 
the war between the Kasdans and Tekke 
Turcomans: 
G koktepe, December 24th. —Genrral Sko- 
beloff, desiring to make a recounnissance of 
Geuktepe and effect a diversion from the re­ 
peated attacks on the lines of communica­ 
tion, advanced from Samurek w’ith four com­ 
panies of infantry and 200 Cossack*, with 
four field pieces and two mi .railleuses. 
The Tekkes came out in force to oppose 
General Skobeloff’s column, and when they en­ 
countered fix versts from Geoktepe, fought 
so persistently that reinforcements were sum­ 
moned from Samursk. 
The engagement 
lasted four hours, the Russians retiring on 
Samursk. 
Turcoman loss considerable ; 
Russian loss reported slight. General Kuro- 
patkine, it is reported on the best authority, 
has j ined General Skobeloff, but with such 
a small force that it practically amounts to 
an eecrt. 
The Tekke Turcomans have 
effected a junction with the AkhalTekkes. 
T he t p r ld s g o f th e B oers. 
C ape Tow n, January 3d.—It is reported 
on good authority that J. H. Brand.

If 
she would kneel a little less, and take care 
of her lloritures, no fault could be found 
with her. As it is, she had well deserved 
genuine success. Miss Isidor is aD English 
girl, taught by an English master (Mr.

Legislature of tüe State of California, 
Twenty-fourth Session. 


To the Senate and Assem bly of the State of Cali­ 
fornia: 
W ith grateful hearts to th e Father of na­ 
tions and men, you are ]>crmitted again to assem ble 
ir legislative session as the suprem e law-m aking 
power tf the State. 
On your acta rcbt the future 


w e l f a r e a n d prosperity of the State. 
The responsi­ 


bilities devolving upon you, and the results of which 
you w ill be held answerable, call for th e exercise of 
your wisdom, judgm ent and patience. 
The year past has been m ost p rop itiou s: 
b ounti­ 
ful fea» vesta have rewarded the toil of the husband­ 
man. 
I be mines 
m ineral w ealth have, w ith pro­ 
lific results responded to th e call of th e laborer, and 
increased activity in comm ercial and m anufacturing 


circles betokens renewed thrift to this, our m ost 
favored State. 
The past year has w itnessed the 


grand spectacle of nearly 0,000,000 of people select­ 
ing, th iough the ballot-bex—th e sacred u n i of a free 
people's liberties—th e one w ho shall govern s s the 
chief m agistrate of a nation of 50,000,C00 cf people 


for the ensuing four years. 
The day which marked 
th is auspicious event was not one heralded in by the 
pomp of display or trium phal procession, nor was it 
d isturbo! by com m otion or strife : 
but the good 
citizen resolved to subm it hi i preference to that of 
the w ill of th e m ajority, if but constitutionally ex 
pressed. 
I congratulate you and th e country upon 
th e cheerful acquiescence of all political parties in 
the po- ular verdict of the people. 
It is an evidence 
of th e enduring permanency upon which th e Gov­ 
ernm ent is founded, and is also an assurance th it 
our in stitutions w ill endure until the end of tim e, if 
v • will subm it to the ballot as th e final arbiter of 
all our causes of dissension. 
We m eet in session, the second Legislature since 
the adoption of a n ew fundam ental law. 
The peo­ 
ple, believing that many of our com plications c me 
irom too m uch, rather than t<#o little legislation, 
have prescribed the term of th e session to be sixty 
days, being but about one-half of the tim e hereto* 
f :e occupied. Among the first and m ost imp rative 
things dem anding your attention is the » justing of 
m any of th e existing laws and sections of the Codes, 
to conform to that instrum ent. 
A number of the 
law» and am endm ents to the Code, passed at the 
last session of the Legislature, having been declared 
unconstitutional by th e suprem e judicial tribunal, 
it may be well to inquire if o*hers, when tested, 
w ill not share th e same fate, unless adapted to m eet 
th e requirem ents of that instrum ent. 
The finances of th e State, as reported by the Con­ 
tro la r and Treasurer, appear to be in a satisfactory 
condition. 
The Controller presents for your consideration 
m .m y valuable suggestions, the result of d o se ob­ 
servation and long experience in financial transac­ 
tions. 
In th e purchase of bonds i r the benefit of the 
S tate School Land Fund, he advises a change in the 
existing law (Statutes 187-, page 54), so as to allow 
the Beard of Exam iners to go in to the public market 
and purchase as freely as a private individual. 
This 
change was recom mended by the last Board of E x­ 
am iners, and th e experience of the present Board 
fully confirm their judgm ent. 
At tae close of »he thirty-first fiscal year there 
was in tlie S late School Land Fund $97.665 08, the 
proceeds derived from th e sale of school land. 
This 
am ount has been lying idle in the Stale Treasury 
for 
'me tim e, for th e reason that under the present 
law the Board of Examiners have been unable to 
m ike an advantageous investm ent of it. 
The total interest- 'earing funded debt of the 
S tale on the 30th of June, 1880, was £3,336,500. 
Of 
th is indebtedness $1,737,500 is held in trust for the 
State School Fund, and 895*2,500 is held by the State 
U niversity Fund, under the Act creating the “ Con­ 
solidated Perpetual Endowment Fund.*' 
It will 
th us b? readily observed that the funded debt of 
th e Stat is all owned by the S’atc herself, except­ 
ing the sum of $713,000. 
The appropriation for the support of the public 
schools is a sacred trust thvt will be judiciously 
guarded by our people, anil the proceeds from the 
sale of th e lands donated by the General Govern­ 
m ent for school purposes is an obligation to the 
cause of education voluntarily assumed by the State 
that she is only too w illing to discharge, and the is­ 
suance of bonus and coupons serve only to com pli­ 
cate the accounts w ithout the force of additional se­ 
c irity. 
If som e practical way could be devised to cancel 
these bonds, and make appropriations direct for the 
purpo.es named, our people would have a more 
vi vi i appreciation of the m oneys devoted to the 
su p p jrt of each departm ent of the Government. 
B ut if thi •* plan should not he deem ed expedient, 
I would recommend that the funded debt bonds 
(under the Act of April 2, 1870), am ounting to 
$2,81)1,000, bearing interest at the late of six per 
cent, per aunum , be paid by the issuance of bonds 
bearing four per eeut. per annum ; the Act under 
w hich the six per cm t. bonds were issued having 
provided tliat after five year* the State could, at her 
pleasure, call the n in for paym ent. 
I am advised there will he no difficulty whatever 
in placing the bonds bearing four per cent at par, 
thus saving to th e State two per cent., or $50,020 
interest per annum. 
The pride th at all good citizens have that the 
financial reputation of our State should he placed 
where it properly belongs, on a par with the best in 
th e nation, w ill, I trust, suggest to you som e legis­ 
lation on this subject. 
U nder the Act of 1863, there is rem aining unpaid 
£9 >,500 .soldiers’ relief bonds, bearing seven por 
cent, interest, which m ature July 1 , 18»3. 
It w ill be 
necessary for the present Legislature to m ake some 
provision for their paym ent, either by tax levy, or 
hv new bonds at a much lower rate of interest. 
The State, in pursuance o? an Act of the Legis­ 
lature passed in I864, guaranteed the paym ent of 
interest on $1,500,000 
tea tra l Pacific 
Railroad 
bonds, w ith interest at the rate of seven percent.., 
or 8105 000 per annum . 
The term for which th is 
obligation was assum ed will expire, by lim itation, in 
four years, and the State tax. after that tim e, will 
Ik- correspondingly reduced. 
It has been a cause of 
m uch com m ent am ong our people that, notw ith­ 
standing th e increase in valuation of the taxable 
property' of the State, as returned by the Board of 
E qualization, the tax required for State purj>oses 
has been one and one-half cents higher on th e one 
hundred dollars than it 
was for the 
previous 
vear: 
but 
in 
this 
taxable 
rate 
m ust 
be 
included the “ five c e n ts ” for drainage purposes, 
and the natural charge follows that som e one is to 
blam e for wasteful expenditure. The people demand 
from their representatives th e enactm ent of laws 
m akin ; appropriations for the construction of State 
buildings and institutions of learning, education, 
charity, and penal reformatories th it th ey deem 
necessary for the honor, dignity and protection of 
the com m onwealth, for States, like individuals, can 
not construct and m aintain these m onum ents of 
t heir bounty and generosity w ithout providing for 
th e expense. 
They also demand to know how such 
appropriations have bceu expended, and w ill hold 
to a strict accounting thereof. 
That th e excess of 
tax above referred to may be a-counted for, I beg 
to briefly subm it the follow ing summary .

For an answer to the question why our taxes arc 
not dim inished. I refer you to the statutes passed 
by the last session of*the Legislature, where.n ap­ 
pears the various appropriation bills enacted, and 
the purposes therefur.

The excess of this 
am ount has been required to paj* th e expenses of 
the Railroad Commission, Board of Equalization, 
V iticultural Commission, im provem ents to Capitol 
grounds, and other sm all sundry appropriations. 
| 
The true rule, it appears to me, that should govern 
appropriations is the necessity oí the case which de­ 
m ands them . 
I do not apprehend that th e prescut 
Legislature will be called upon to m ik e any large 
appropria'ions for further perm anent im proveracm s, 
as all of our public buildings are in a good 6tatc of 
preservation and in a fl urishing condition. 
There are several instances, I thiuk, th at by ju d i­ 
cious legislation m any large items of exp*.use may 
he saved t > the State. 
The revenue collected from 
the different counties for support of the State for 
the last fiscal \ea r cost, for assessing, auditing, and 
pajin g the same into the State treasury, nearly six 
per cent., or $185,436 93 on th e receipts. 
Thi9 
sum certainly seem s exorbitant, and, under th e 
C onstitution, I thiuk it devolves tu*on you to regu­ 
late the com pensation of all local officers : if this be 
true, then but one uniform system and rate of com ­ 
m ission should prevail throughout the State, in 
counties of th e tam e classification. 
i would respectfully call your attention to the re­ 
port of the State Controller on this subject, believ­ 
ing if the plan he proposes be adopted, it will com ­ 
mend itsejf to all parties in interest. 
I also beg to 
suggest that a large saving to the State can be made 
for rent, etc , by th e eftabUshtng of the offices of the 
Railroad, insurance and Bank Commissioners iu the 
State Capitol building, where there are a num ber of 
office! which are perm itted to remain vacant while 
th e State is called upon to pay bills for rent else­ 
where. 
STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 
The attention of the Leg slature is directed to th e 
report of the State Board of Equalization, which 
w ill well repay tor its perusal. 
You are respectfully 
invited to consider so much of the report as dis­ 
cusses the policy of conferring on the Board th e 
power to increase or lower any asse3smeut contained 
in the assessm ent rolls of the several counties. 
The 
Board, believing that the C onstitution conferred 
such power, and th at the property of certain persons 
in the city of San Francisco had not been assessed 
at full cash value, caused notices to be Ecrved 
upon such persons that the Board proposed to in ­ 
crease snch assessm ents, and would hear testim ony 
again stsu ch increase. 
Before th e day fia-lly set 
for the hearing of the case a petition was filed in 
the Supre re Court, p rajin g for a w rit of prohibi­ 
tion against th e Board, prohibiting it from interfer­ 
in g with said assessm ent. 
In due tim e the m atter 
w is heard by the C. urt.and an absolute writ of pro­ 
hibition was’ issued, com m anding th e Board to re­ 
frain from interfering with th e assessm ent. 
This 
practlctilv renders nugatory the usefulness of a 
Board of Equalizati n. There can be no doubt that 
one of the g. eat desires of the people in causing a 
change in c< >n*ti; utional form s was in the creation 
of an equalizing power, vested with full authority to 
see that am ple justice was done alike to th e State 
and each individual citizen, in th e m atter of assess­ 
ment of property ; that th e w ealthy should not es­ 
cape from bearing their proper share <>f the burdens 
of taxation, nor the poor be iierm itted to suffer from 
unjust discnm inati ons. The Supreme Court, the 
highest judicial tribunal iu the State, has decided 
that this power is not veste I in the Board. 
A legis­ 
lative Act cannot cure it 
The remedy lies in a con­ 
stitutional amendment. 
It is for you, as the im m e­ 
diate representatives of the people, to decide as to 
it! necessity. 
Sbou d your judgm ent reach that 
conclusi n, ft w ill be your d uty to prepare an 
am endm ent covering the error and subm it the same 
for the consideration of the electors. 


ASSESSMENTS. 
The Board show s that in the instances where it 
had apportioned the m ortgages on property in two 
counties, the property m ortgaged was m ortgaged to 
the am ount of 64 71 per cent, of its value, and 
draws th e deduction th at real estate uinl im prove­ 
m ents had not been assessed at full cash value. 
It 
is possible that the Board may have overstated the 
case. 
It m ust be remembered that many m ort­ 
gages were given a few years ago when there was 
to som e extent an inflation of the values, and that 
in a certain section of the State th e property m ort­ 
gaged is not now worth m uch more than th e amount 
of the m ortgage thereon. 
There is more force in 
the remarks of th e Board in respect to the assess­ 
m ent of personal property. 
In the nature of things 
the Assessor is not able to ascertain either the quan­ 
tity of versonal property or its true value, the 
know ledge of which rests alone in the bosom of the 
owner, 
There can be no doubt that personal prop­ 
erty has not borne its* ju st bur en of taxati n, and 
w iíl not hereafter, so long as ih e duty of discovery 
is imposed upon the Assessor alo e. 
If th e Legis­ 
lature can devise som e methiKl by which the owner 
of personal property can be forced to present a true 
statem ent both as to the quantity and value thereof, 
a lo n g step will have been taken toward? effecting 
an equal assessm ent in the State. 
W hat is “ value ” is susceptible, as the Board 
shows, of many defini ions, and the definition itself 
is variously defined. 
It is evident, therefore, that a 
more enlarged and ilhv-trated definition of “ full 
cadi value*’ is necessary to enlighten the conscience 
of th e taxpayer upon whom is laid the duty of esti­ 
m ating the value of his personal property. 


QUADRENNIAL ASSESSMENT. 
The recommendation by the Board that real es 
tate thould he assessed b ut once in four year-, is 
worthy your serious attention. 
There are few fluc­ 
tuations in value now in respect to real estate ; on 
the contrary, th e growth in value is gradual, aud a 
fa r assessm ent made once in four years would prob­ 
ably result in a larger show ing of value on the 
assessm ent books than would obtain under the 
present system . 
The infirm ity of Assessors seem s to be to let 
things be as th ey found them . 
For instance, the 
follow ing table of values will show that, as the As­ 
sessors of 1372 assessed real estate, so the Assessors 
of 1879 did not depart far therefrom

The increase from 1872 to 1879 was on l\ $541,533. 
Now each new ly-elected A ssessor is averse to in ­ 
creasing tho assessm ent made by h is predecessor. 
11 he does increase tho assessm ent it renders him 
unpopular, so that the tem ptation is constant to 
run iu a groove in respect to values. 
The assess­ 
m ent once in four \ ear», by a com m ission, would 
divide the responsibility with the Assessor, and the 
difference between th e’true value of property taken 
four years apart would com pel the comm ission 
charged with the duty of assessing to notice and act 
upon the increase in value of real estate. 
The gratifying report of the increased value of the 
a.->essment of the property of th e State is due m 
part to the steady growth of the State, aiul in a great 
measure to the lively public interest in the subject 
of taxation excited hv the discussion upon the new 
Constitution, and partly to the efforts of the State 
Board, the members of which have devoted them ­ 
selves to the performance of their d uty with com­ 
mendable zeal. 
PUBLIC EDUCATION, 
la a governm ent of the people tho education of 
the people is th e prime factor—a self-evident and 
paramount necessity. 
The Superintendent of Public Instruction presents 
a full and int resting rej»ort of our public schools, 
which I com m end to you for attentive investigation. 
This departm ent »*f the State—the education of 
her children—is one of th e m ost im portant, not only 
as to the future of th e State, but also of th e vast 
sum s of m oncy required (over $3.000,000 annually), 
to properly discharge this great duty to those who, 
in a few years, m ust take our places in the various 
vocations and duties of life. 
The people of Califor­ 
nia only w ish to know that their m oney is exj>ended 
wisely and judiciously, and they will never ceaso to 
respond to every proper call for keeping in vigorous 
action the com m on school», and placing within the 
reach of tho hum blest of her children tho advan­ 
tages of a fair education ; for thev realize that j>op- 
ular liberty and popular education have ever thus 
g.»ne hand in hand and sitie by side, and the child 
educated in the one is educated iu the other ; it is a 
part of the country in which he lives, of the ham let 
in which he was born ; it is a part of his birthright, 
and is above party, sect or creed. 
The higher the average intelligence of a com ­ 
m unity, the higher its civilization. 
Now it is in the common schools that the people 
find the paths winch lead upward and forward to 
that light of intelligence which is the capstone of a 
republican governm ent. 
~ Following the illustrious exam ple of the older 
States of the Union, the framers of the organic Act, 
which first gave to this W estern com m unity the 
form and aspect of a body politic, and molded the 
elem ents < f em pire into a new com m onwealth, 
properly rec 'gnized, and gave a fitting place to 
popular education in th e instrum ent under their 
consideration. 
. 
So onr public school system was established in the 
year 1849, by and in virtue of a clause in the State 
Constitution. 
On the 26th of Decem ber of the same year the 
first public school was opened in San Francisco with 
three scholars ; one or tw o private schools had been 
open the previous year, but the practical beginning 
and age uf our commou schools may be com puted 
from Christmas, 1849. 
Thirty-one years have sines 
elapsed, and the average daily attendance now in 
the public schools of th e State is over one hundred 
thousand. 
The value of public school property is 
about $7,000,000. 
While the foregoing figures arc flattering evidences 
of our advancem ent as a com m unity, the fact that 
over fifty thousand children in the S u te , w ithin the 
lim it of school age, have not attended any school, is 
not o tly unsatisfactory, but also presents’ a m ust 
serious and alarm ing problem. 
If it is the duty of the State to the citizen to edu­ 
cate or to furnish facilities needed for th e education 
of his children, is it not an equal obligation on the 
part of the parent to tho State that his children 
should be educated ; not sim ply for his or their bene­ 
fit, but In the interest of the com mon weal ? W ith a 
large part of th e children in every com m unity, the 
first subordination to system , the first i*ereeption of 
law and order which they receive, is in the common 
schools. 
W hether legislation which shall enforce attend­ 
ance is practicable—whether any form of compulsory 
law should be enacted—dem ands consideration from 
the thoughtful citizen. 
As to what should be the number or lim it of 
studies in the common schools, is another and ex ­ 
ceedingly im portant question upon which there is a 
wide difference of opinion. 
1 here is a prevalent 
sentim ent, which is held oy a large and intelligent 
portion of the com m unity, that at present too many 
studies are pursued, and that for this reason the pub­ 
lic school is losing its original distinctive elem entary 
charoc'cr in the attem pt to raise it to a high-school 
or academy standard. 
If it is the case, as urged by 
som e, that thoroughness is raorifietd in the attem pt 
to impart a wider curriculum , may not the fault 
have arisen or grown out c f the inconsiderate am ­ 
bition of the parents, rather than from the desire of 
the t.acher? 
The State has, at great expense, provided a Nor­ 
mal School for the special purpose of educating 
teachers for the common school. 
The annual run 
niug expense of this institution is about $34,000 
per annum. 
I have no reason to doubt but the in­ 
vestm ent is both wise and judicious. 
But I subm it 
it is from those teachers who graduate at this Edbool 
that the State has a right to expect and demand 
such remedial suggestions as will correct all evils, if 
a cv exist, in the system of teaching. 
“ No com m unity w ill ever rise f oni barbarism to 
civilisation except along the road to industry.”

this kind, or to show in what manner they should 
be conducted. 
Of the necessity for trade schools, 
there can be no doubt, aud there is no question of 
their moral and educational value. 
In the deed of 
th e late Mr. Lick, provision is m ade for som ething 
of riie kind, with an endowm ent of about half a 
m illion of dollars. 
It is hoped that it will not he 
long before the bequest can be made available for 
the purposes prescribed by the benevolent giver. 
In the m eantim e, som ething should be done to 
m eet this already great and daily increasing need. 
“ The d uty of th e State to provide th e m eans for 
th e education of its children does not end w ith the 
commou schools.” 
This is the general sentim ent of 
th e people, and was recognized by the framers of 
the new C onstitution, and a'so indorsed as 6uch by 
the people them selves. 
Section I of A rticle IX. s a y s : “ A general diffu­ 
sion of know ledge and intellig nee being essential 
to the preservation of th e tigh ts and liberties of the 
people, the Legislat ure sha! encourage bv all su it­ 
able m eans the promotion of intellectual, scientific, 
moral and agricultural im provem ent ' 
And iu Sec- 
tiou 9 of the sam e article it asserts that “ the U ni­ 
versity of California shall constitute a public trust, 
ard its organization and governm ent shall be per­ 
petually continued in the form and character pre­ 
scribed’ by the organic Act creating th e sam e, passed 
March 23, 1863 (and the several Acta amendatory 
thereof), subject ouly to such legislative control as 
may be necessary to insure compliance w ith the 
term s of its endowm ents and the proper investm ent 
and security of its funds,” etc. 
These extracts from the organic Act are sufficient 
to show that the stability and perm anence of the in ­ 
stitution are insured against hasty or ill-digested 
experim ent or factious legislation. 
The perm anence of our U niversity is now atoUred. 
If its educational m anagem ent is what the people 
have a light to expect, if the personnel of its large 
corps of teachers is equal to the honorable position 
it holds, It will n ot be long before public apprecia­ 
tion w ill exh ib it itoelf in t- e form of j*ersonal endow ­ 
m ents, a- d private munificence w ill surpass iu m ag­ 
nitude th e present governm ental endowments. 
The U niversity, it will be set n, is an established 
fact, and a part of the educational system o f the 
State, 
it is not. as has often been thoughtlessly 
stated, “ a place f »r rich m en’s sons,” but it is a 
p ace w here children of the poor, as well as the rich, 
may acquire an advanced or professional education 
w ithout money* or price. 
Compared with the older collegiate institutions of 
our country, our U niversity is indeed you n g ; a d 
if not to be* included in the forem ost rank, who can 
pay that it does not occupy an honorable place r 
Already its graduates arc being felt as an influence 
in the M ate. 
Many have already entered upon hon­ 
orable careers— som e in m ercantile, mechanical cr 
agricultural pursuits, others in the learned profes­ 
sions. 
In a few years they w ill be a visible and 
useful power in the land, and w ill make, iu faithful 
and intelligent public sendee, an ample and gener­ 
ous return for the privileges received under the in-’ 
tellectual training of th* ir alm a mater, and through 
the w ise bounty of the Comm onwealth. 


JUDICIAL REFORM. 
It is claim cJ that our present judicial system is a 
great im provem ent upon the o;d, displaced by the 
Constitution. 
This is believed to be true as to the 
expediting of suits, but is not true as to the cost of 
litigation, which still continues to be a heavy bur­ 
den upon litig a n ts; and, in som e c »ses, the fees and 
ooets for services arc so great as to increase the 
am ount of indebtedness ou t of all proportion to the 
original claim , and is a hardship especially felt in 
attachm ents, foreclosures and petitions; and also 
in all probate proceedings where th e cost of sendee 
of process—printing and advertising—in my judg­ 
ment. is greatly in excess of w hat is uecessary for the 
protection of ju stice. 
Some of the o’dt r States have adopted w hat I 
deem a wiser method of sim plifying their legal prac­ 
tice, in cutting off all extraneous m atter ana lengthy 
formula, thereby reducing th e cost of litigation to 
the low est m inim um , 
it was the* boast of the 
authors of the present system tha* ju stice would be 
brought to every npui's door. 
Logically this may 
be true, but if the c st is so great as to be beyond 
his reach, the boast becom es a m ockery. I earnestly 
urge a radical reform in this direction. 


COUNTY GOVERNMENTS. 
T'..e am endm ents to the Political Code, passed at 
the last session, which wero designed to nrovide a 
system of governm ent for the counties of this State, 
h a \ing been decided to be unconstitutional, it de 
volves upon you to frame such a bill as will not con­ 
flict wi h the organic law. 
This m easure, and such 
general laws as your wisdom may suggest for the in­ 
corporation, organization and cías!Ífi *ation, in pro 
portion to population, of cities and tow ns, which by 
Section 6, of A rtid eX I., of th e Constitution, it i? 
required you shall enact, are am ong the m ost im ­ 
portant subj cts that will require your attention. 
It is of the utm ost consequence to the people that 
these laws be carefully considered, so as to obviate 
the necessity of frequent changes, which too often 
create confusion and doubt, and involve appeals to 
the Courts. 
1 respectfully suggest, tbat both in the bills relat­ 
ing to the county governm ents, as w ell as the incor­ 
poration of cities and towns, taxation be lim ittd to 
as low a rate as w ill suffiee to serve th e public inter­ 
est. 
It cannot be Joined that there has been much ex ­ 
travagance in th e expenditure of public m oneys by 
the county and m unicipal authorities of this State, 
and the people earnestly demand of us a change in 
this re-peot ; ami especially is it the case in relation 
to som e of our cities and tow ns, the high rates of 
taxation levied for their support having elicited 
much complaint. 
There should be the same spirit of econom y m ani­ 
fested in the disbursem ent of public funds as with 
expenditures of individuals. 
The flush tim es attending th e developm ent of the 
rich m ines of California, and of our sister State of 
NcvaJa, were accompanied by th e usual spirit of 
extravagance which always more or less prevails in 
successful m ining com m unities, and that feeling has 
actuated our public as w ell as our private expendi­ 
tures ; but we are now* rapidly passing from such 
tim es to tho more slow* but enduring prosperity, 
which results from profitable agricultural, m anu­ 
facturing and commercial pursuits. 
Taxpayers are no longer in eond tion to respond 
to the hea\ y demauds made upon them for the sup­ 
port of the governm ent, and especially those im ­ 
posed by cities and towns. 
I suggest that in no event should cities aud tow ns, 
of the sm aller class*, be authorized to levy an annual 
tax of more than fifty (50) cents on the $100 ; and 
that the larger class should be lim ited to $1 on the 
$100, unless the paym ent of interest debts now e x ­ 
isting shall require an increased rate. 
The rates I 
have m entioned should suffice for gcod governm ent, 
and when added to the State and count? ta x es will 
be found to be sufficiently burdensome on th e tax­ 
payer. 
it is often urged that the power of local taxation 
should be unrestricted, s s those who fix the rate are 
elected directly by th e taxpayer; but w hile th is is 
so in theory it is not so in practice, experience hav­ 
in g dem onstrated that in m unicipalities th e tax­ 
payers do not constitute a m ajority of the electors, 
and we also learn from the past that local taxes al­ 
m ost always reach th e full lim it allowed by law. 
A 
lim it that will [>ermit efficient governm ent and com ­ 
pel economy Í3 the m ost safe, as it rem oves both the 
tem ptation and the opportunity for extravagance. 
The increase of taxable property, under the pro- 
viiion s of the new C onstitution, is a further reason 
for im posing a m oderate lim it uj>on the rate to be 
levied. 
The values of real prt pcrty m ust in* some 
measure depend upon the proportion that the an­ 
nual tax bears to th e annual income, and in view* of 
the present tendency to shrinkage in values, the 
taxing power should be sparingly exercised. 
The 
bankruptcy of many of the towns in other States 
a ttest the wisdom of carefully guarding the powers 
conferred in th e charters of cities aud towns. 


TRANSPORTATION. 
Steam transportation, both by railroad ard oeean 
carriage, acquires year by year augm ented im port­ 
ance. 
Increased facilities of transportation by rail 
hna developed a vast inland commerce, supplem ent­ 
ing and increasing the commercial intercourse of na 
tions. 
Transportation has becom e the leading eco­ 
nomic scieuccof the age, and is fast solving m any of 
the m ost difficult problems in the scienc&of j>olitical 
econon v. 
Through the im proved facilities of trans­ 
portation, the products of ail portions of the earth 
are being brought into more im m ediate exchange, 
and th us the w ealth-prtducin" resources of all 
countries are becom ing ib e «• i -non inheritance 
of mankind. 
This new and constantly augm enting 
force is bring ug into close com petitive relation 
the industrial products of all soils aud climates. 
The breadstuffs produced in hitherto rem ote parts 
of the world reach the great centers of population 
and consum ption at a cost of transporta ion so in ­ 
considerable as to almost elim inate wholly the ele­ 
m ent of distance. 
Two days' proceeds of labor at 
tine average rate of m echanics' w ages in England to­ 
day will pay the cost of transm utation to that 
uontry on a yearly supply of breadstuff! and m eat 
for an individual from the fertile and productive 
M ississippi valley. 
Measured by relative availabil­ 
ity, the grain fields of the great We t are nearer to 
the inhabitants of Lon ion to-day than the food sup­ 
plies produced fifty m iles from that city were at the 
beginning of this century. 
Such- intim acy oí com ­ 
m unication subjects the relative productive advan­ 
tages of all civilized countries to the severest tests 
of com petition. 
Railroad transportation is now a 
necessity of modern civilization, and is fast becom­ 
ing one’ of its leading, controlling and directing 
forces. It is readjusting the centers of population and 
changing the seat of w althand em pire. T h atafn ce 
influencing to this degree the interests of men and the 
affairs of Stales could have adjusted itself w ithout 
some friction to interests that had grown ou t of the 
old order of conditions, was not to be expected. 
The issues that have arisen in the progress of this 
adjustm ent have presented various phases. 
Legis­ 
lative expedients have been invoked uutil alm ost 
the entire field of le^ul experim tnt lias been cov­ 
ered. 
T oe history of legislation m this direction 
presents a recurring sen*.» of failures. 
Plans of ar­ 
bitran* and tnflexiule regulation have been tr.cd 
and abandoned. 
In our own Commonwealth the 
entire range of these plans was discussed aud re­ 
jected. 
The fata! error u nd erljirg these experi 
menta and propositions was the erroneous assum p­ 
tion of an irreconcilable conflict between transporta­ 
tion and other econom ic interests of men. 
It Is tho 
pecul.arity of transportation that its own highest 
interest is best subserved by encouraging produc­ 
tion, prom oting prosperity and creating wealth. At 
its m ost vital part th e interest of transportation is 
undistiuguishably identified with every other moral, 
political, financial aud commercial interest existing* 
in civilized society, because the promotion of its own 
good is reached only through the prosperity of all 
other interests. 
Its most selfish consideration, 
therefore, contem plates the highest geueral welfare 
An econom ic force thus related to the other m aterial 
interests of the Commonwealth possesses Inherent 
elem ents of self-adjustm ent to them . 
And indeed 
such self-adiustm cnt has already reached a higher 
state of progress. 
The adoption of a new C onstitution created a con­ 
stitutional com m ission, endowed with powers prac­ 
tically co-ordinate with the three departm ents of 
governm ent. 
Tbi* Railroad Commission has been duly elected 
by the people, and to it is deleg ted th e yb ole 
question of regulating freights arid fares on the rail­ 
roads and other lines of transportation com panies 
throughout the State, th us rem oving this question 
from the province of E xecutive recom m endation. 
I am as yet w ithout any report from the Commis­ 
sion, and am therefore unable to give a~y expres­ 
sion of opinion as to the result of the labor they 
have performed. 
AGRICULTURE. 
The Legislature, at its la9t session, passed “ An 
Act to proride for the m anagement and control of the 
State Agricultural Society bv the State.” Also, 
“ An Act to form agricultural districts, to provide 
for th e organization of agricultural as3<aei.ations 
therein, and for the m anagem ent and control of the 
sam e by the State.” 
By the provisions of these A cts it is made the 
duty of the Governor to appoint th e mem bers of 
the State Board cf A griculture, and also the m em ­ 
bers of the Board for each agricultural district. 
Appropriations aggregating the sum of $18,200 
were made, and all fa u i, rules and a»*t cles of asso­ 
ciation are by law vested solely in the several 
Boards thus m aking th e societies essentially State 
institutions. 
The several Boards appointed have entered apon 
the discharge of their duties energetically and zeal­ 
ously. 
The law in force supersedes all form er legis­ 
lation designed to promote the form ation of a State 
Agricultural Society, and s im ulate the annual e x ­ 
hibition of the : gnculiural and horticultural pro­ 
ducts of tie s ta te . 
The policy anderly ing these A cts is in the direc­ 


tion of dissem inating know ledge of th e subject of 
practical agriculture, and is in line w ith all other 
educational instrum eutalities. 
The State Board of A griculture constitutes the 
head of a m ost im portant departm ent of the State 
Government. 
It is the organ through which public 
encouragem ent is given to that general intelligence 
so hopeful to progress and indispensable to success. 
The practical education of the producing classes 
has the highest econom ic value, and a m ost im port­ 
ant departm ent of th is higher education is com ­ 
m itted to the State Board of Agriculture. 
Appreci­ 
ating th e industrial value of the rapidly growing 
inter, sts of wine producing, th e Legislature, at its 
last session, passed an A ct “ For the promotion of 
th e viticultural industries of th e State.” This Act 
created a Board of nine Commissioners of viticu lt­ 
ure, and made a liberal appropriation to enable 
that Board to discharge its duties. 
The 
cen­ 
tral object sought to be attained was the d is­ 
sem ination of intelligence 
relating 
to the cul­ 
tivation 
and 
protection 
of 
th e 
vine 
and the 
curing of raisins, aud the m anufacture of wine. 
The 
policy of 
this 
Act 
has 
been 
thought 
to establish a precedent furnishing all needed ju sti­ 
fication for th e creation of similar com m issions in 
the interest of horticultural products generally, and 
leading agricultural productions, and even blood 
horses and cattle comm issions. 
I beg leave to com ­ 
mend to th e earnest attention of your honorable 
body the obvious consiJeration th a t’ the creation of 
all such com m issions is at variance with the theory 
underlying the A ct of the State* in creating a State 
Board of A griculture. 
If the theory leading to the 
adoption of the policy underlying the creation of a 
new departm ent of agricultural education, and cre­ 
ating a State Board of Agriculture charged w ith its 
general adm inistration, can be m aintained by valid 
econom ic reasons, the subdivision of the duties im ­ 
posed upon it, and the erectmn of separate com m is­ 
sions, endowed w ith full discretion as to th e manner 
of their discharge, is a practical nullification of 
that theory. 
The State cannot equitably accord to 
a single im portant interest the valuable auxiliary of 
a special com m ission aud deny a sim ilar service to 
other interests of equal importance. 
Nor can it 
consistently, w ith due regard for ecouom ic govern­ 
m ent, pubdi' ide the various special departm ents of 
Geld, orchard, garden cultivation, and stock raising, 
aud provide each of these with a special commission. 
In m y judgm ent, the w hole field of State encourage­ 
m ent and assistance in this im portant branch of 
public education, should be covered by the creation 
of a single departm ent, with a single body charged 
with its 
adm inistratiou. 
If further legislation, 
bearing upon these interests, is contem plated, I 
would -respectfully comm end to your atteution the 
conferring of such further powers and extending of 
such additiouai aid to tho State Board of A gricult­ 
ure as w ill enable that body to discharge all the du­ 
ties the State may owe to these separate interests, 
as a measure both of wise econom y a n ! greater 
efficiency. 
W hile approving of State aid to the societies 
nam ed, I think that some provision should be 
enacted in the law* that w ill inhibit th e several as­ 
sociations from allowing the practico of gam bling 
and various games of chance to be carried on 
w ithin the inclosures set apart for the annual State 
and District Fairs, and ou ground over which the 
Boards exercise control. 
If the State intends to 
dignify these societies by authorizing their m anage­ 
m ent by officers ap¡»omted by the Governor, and 
lends encouragem ent by liberal appropriations, it is 
m anifestly a duty to guard agaiust flagrant viola- 
ti -n of the statutes against gam bling. 
The State, 
being associated with* the S tale and D istrict Fairs 
for th e objects for which tiiey were instituted, can­ 
not be disassociated from the vice they tolerate i.nd 
perm it. 
The subject has been a cause of much 
severe public criticism , aud especially from among 
the visitors to the annual fair. 
The citizen who, 
with his fam ily, com es from the quiet o! his hom e 
and farm to receive the infoim atiou these exhibi­ 
tions im port, should not be com pelled to witness 
these violations of th e spirit of the law, if not the 
letter ; m uch less should the young, who frequent 
th e grounds for am usem ent a d recreation, be sub­ 
ject to the tem ptation thus publicly fliun ted at 
every turn. 
IM M IGRATION . 


I also respectfully call the attention of your hon­ 
orable bodv to the existing necessity for an author- 
iz d Commission of Im m igration. 
The highest in­ 
terests of a young and growing com m onwealth like 
o u r s demand the services such a com m ission alone 
can render. 
The tide of im m igration to this Mate 
has been wholly* arreste! for the pa t five years. 
This result lira been duo to m isleading representa­ 
tions concerning the resources of our State, as well 
as to unavoidable inferences drawn from turbulent 
agitation of the Chinese question. 
The National 
Governm ent having undertaken a solution of that 
vexed problem, we have full confidence that tho evil 
w ill soon be a question of the past. 
1 believe there could not be a better tim e than the 
present for the State to impart information to those 
socking hom es, th e great resources of our State, 
and th e inducem ent it offers to thrifty immigrants 
to com e and settle in this wonderful State. 
We m ay give this reliable information with but 
very little expense to the State. 
Let the district 
agricultural societies (which are receiving State aid) 
appoint a com m ittee from their Board of Trustees, 
and report at stated tim es to the State Agricultural 
Society the land for sale in their respective locali­ 
ties, the price demanded therefor, nature of soil, 
productive qualities, proxim ity to m arket, and any 
other item s of interest necessary for the instruction 
or information of im m igrants. 
On the receipt of 
such reports, th e Secretary of the State Agricultural 
Society should publish the same and cause them to 
he dissem inated wherever there is a disposition 
am ong a desirable class of people who are contem 
plating the purchase of new hom es. 
The only ex ­ 
pense attending this method would be In requiring 
the Board of Directors of the State Agricultural So 
ciety to appoint a com petent person, who should 
devote his entire tim e to this duty, as an assistant to 
its Secretary. 
The State, possessing it9 ow n print­ 
ing office, could easily afford to perform that portion 
of the work. 
The system once established, and bearing the im ­ 
press of the State as to the correctness of the state­ 
m ents published, would not be in the interest of any­ 
one particular rancho or colony, but all sections of 
the State would be encouraged to prepare and give 
to the proi-cr authorities the desired Information 
relating to their locality or county. 
I earnestly 
recom mend th e above suggestion for your consider­ 
ation. 
IRRIGATION. 


I have before called your attention to the fact tl at 
agriculture is one of th e great, if not the greatest 
resource of the S u te , and il should be fostered by­ 


w i s e and liberal laws. 
There is a large section of 
country* in the southern part of the State that can­ 
not, for a series of years, be successfully farmed 
w ithout irrigation. 
Dry 
farming 
is 
sure, 
in 
the end, to bring defeat to th e man of humble 
means, and land monopoly, with its attendant 
evils, and a floating, unsettled p ipulation, is the 
outcom e. 
On the contrary, farm ing by irrigation is 
certain in its results. 
The owner of a tw enty acre 
tract of fair irrigating land, w ith a good and sufficient 
water right attached thereto, is the owner of a home 
on which he may m ik e a good livi g for him self and 
family if he have industry and intelligence. 
Our present law s not only do not provide for the 
issuance of definite water rights, but th ey m ake no 
provision for the prevention of waste, and no pro­ 
vision for the adequate organization to construct 
irrigation works. 
System atic and econom ical irri­ 
gation is thus defeated, except where monopoly 
gives full sw ing over the local field. 
Men of small means looking for hom es are fright­ 
ened away by this state of affairs, while large capi­ 
talists are offered a premium, as it were, to come in 
und control a whole colony or county. 
Tim s it ap­ 
pears tia t the waters of <>ur stream s are being m o­ 
nopolized. and in som e quarters irrigation is work­ 
ing as an allv to speculative farming, to crush out 
the small land owners. 
I respectfully suggest that 
you so consider the question, that our laws on thi! 
subject will not be an im pedim ent to the practical 
developm ent of the lands of tho State ; and that the 
small hom es will be encouraged to m ultiply and in ­ 
crease. 
Experience has shown that the doctrine of 
riparian ownership, early adopted in this State and 
still existing, is not th e principle on w hich further 
agricultural developm ents can he ho: eftilly h-oked 
for in the eouthem portion of the State; and it is 
the province of legislation to so far m odify the e x ­ 
isting rulo in its application to irrigable sections as 
will ju stify continued investm ents in agricultural 
entcreriscs. 
It is claim ed the remedy for the conflict w ill be 
found in the abrogation of this rule of rijmrian 
rights, as brought to us from the old English com- 
mon-law system . 
_ 
But property rights have grow n up under it to 
such an exten t that an awkward dilemma is pre­ 
sented under our Constitution, as well as that of the 
United States. 
If, then, this conflict between riparian owners 
and the necessity of a dry country for water for ir­ 
rigation is really an irrepressible one, as it appears 
to be, the tru¿ course out of the m atter w*ould 
seem to be for the State to exercise her police power 
to control the diversion of the water from the 
stream s, 90 that the rights of all shall be respected 
and the water used in irrigation, as far as it can be 
w ithout waste and w ithout Infringem ent of rights, 
for which compensation is not made. 
The j resent 
Imperfect law*certainly operates as a hardship, as it is 
productive of conflict and litigation betw een owners 
of land and water. 
A ny arbitrary rule, therefore, by which the m a­ 
terial developm ent of any considerable portion of 
the State is arrested is so m anifestly unjust as to 
invite legislative relief w ithout further comment. 
I therefore invite your careful consideration of 
this subject, in tho hope that your wisdom will de­ 
vise s<'me rule by which all conflict may be harmon­ 
ized or avoided, and the highest degree of agricult­ 
ural developm ent 
attained, consistent with the 
varied clim atic conditions of the State. 
In considering this subject of irrigation, th e State 
Engineer has undertaken, in his report, to present 
an outline of a policy which the State should pursue 
towards this interest. 
He points out the stum bling 
blocks in tbe way of advance in irrigation enter­ 
prise, and suggt-eia in detail a remedy for the ex ist­ 
in g state of affairs. 
As his suggestions are the re­ 
sult of a long aud careful study of the situation, 
aided by consultation with those who have made 
the subject a s tu iy from a legal as well as from an 
engineering and practical point of view, I commend 
them for your reflection w hen considering this im ­ 
portant question. 


STATE ENGINEER AND DRAINAGE. 
U nder th e law of March, 1878, organizing the de­ 
partm ent of State Engineer, the problems of irriga­ 
tion, drainage and the effects cf hydraulic m ining 
were*p1%limlnarily inquired into, and & report upon 
the w alk to date was subm itted to the Legislature 
in Jauuary, 1880. 
The passage of the Act to promote drainage, in 
April, 1SS0, imposed a new line «f duty upon the 
State Engineer—that of designing and supervising 
the construction of tho river im provem ents, and 
works contem plated by the law, to impound the 
debris and detritus flowing from th e m ines and 
^washed from the river banks and bids. 
The Legis­ 
la tu re also made an appropriation for ea rn in g on 
the irrigation investigation during the present fiscal 
year. 
Under this law the State Engineer is required to 
report to the Legislature, im m ediately upon its as­ 
sem bling, a full account of his official actions, works 
and expenditures for th e past year. 
W illiam Hammond Hail was appointed State En­ 
gineer by m y predecessor, and aside from the tw o 
years’ experience he had gained while in th e service 
of th e sta te, in the investigation of the vexed prob­ 
lem s of irrigation, reclamation and debris question, 
he also enjoys th e reputation of being both learned 
and skilled in h is profession. 
Therefore, believing that any change ui th is office 
would prove detrim ental to the best interests of 
the State, in May of the present year I reappointed 
him State Engineer. 
'i be State al90 appropria*ed the sum of $6,000 for 
salaries of C om ulting Engineers, for the present 
fiscal vear. 
Tue m agnitude of th e interests in ­ 
volved were so trea t, I determ ined, if poesit.le. to 
secure tb e services of one of the m ost successful en- 
"in-ers (in this particular branch of engineering); 
and renew ing a correspondence that h:-.d been com ­ 
m enced by m y pre iocessor with the em inent civil 
engineer, Jam es B. Fads, of St. Ixmis, Missouri, 1 
finally entered into a c- ntract with him to com e to 
California and personally inspect the sacram ento, 
Feather, Yuba, Bear and American rivers and their 
tributaries, and also to exam ine the work aud review 
the report of the State and Consulting f ngineers— 
giving his counsel and advice for tbe period cf 
tw enty m onths for the sum of $5,090 and $500 for 
traveling expenses. 
This am ount will nearly ab 
sorb all of the sum appropriated for the pay of Con- 
faulting Engineers for the present year. 
However, 


Colonel G. H. MendeU, of the United States Engi­ 
neering Departm ent, has continued to g iv e th e State 
the benefit of his advice as C onsulting Engineer, 
and can be com pensated for his service from the 
next year’s api ropriation for this purpose, provid­ 
in g you should deem it expedient to continue the 
work. 
I deem the drainage question one of so much im ­ 
portance that, although 1 have no particular m eas­ 
ure to recom m end, I deein it m y d uty to present to 
you all of the data and inform ation on the subject 
that has com e to m y official notice, that you m ay 
properly present th e subject-m atter to Congress, or 
take such other action as your good judgm ent may 
direct. 
I will, therefore, make the question a sub­ 
ject for a special m essage, and w ill at an early day 
subm it it to you. 
LABOR BUREAU. 
The question of labor statistics has becom e promi­ 
nent of late through the dem ands of th e more in- 
teiigent of tbe friends of labor. 
Bureaus have been already established in m any 
of th e Eastern States, and an effort is being made 
bv prom inent United States Senators to have a N a­ 
tional Bureau established. 
Bills were introduced 
during the last tw o sessions in the Legislature of 
this State, b ut failed to become laws, perhaps be­ 
cause of a conflict of ideas on the part of their ad­ 
vocates. 
Some of the bills introduced under the 
title of labor statistics, called for the establishm ent 
of free labor exchanges. 
This is not the object. 
The more intelligent friends of the labor m ovem ent 
demand purelj a system of labor statistics for the 
purpose of inquiring into 
and bringing promi- 
nen tiy before th e people, and their legislators, the 
facts of the condition o i laborers, w ith a view to an 
intelligent rem dv. 
They believe tbat th e only 
hope for labor is through legislation; and to en ­ 
act proper laws upon th e question it is necessary to 
have 811 array of facts system atized and understood. 
The apparent conflict between labor and capital 
is more im aginary than real, fer each is dependent 
upon the other. 
Nature has bound them together 
w ith so strong a bond that disaster to one m ust 
nectssarilv effect the other. 
Both can only succeed 
in joining hands in the grand march of progress, 
and in th e m utual supfiort and protection of each 
other. 
. 
It m ust be adm itted that great discontent ex is’s 
on this subject throughout our State, am ong cer­ 
tain classes of laboring m en ; and m any who arc tiie 
m ost deserving find it im possible in the cities to 
procure em ploym ent. 
Is it not the duty of the 
State to asvertain the cause, and, if possible, provide 
a remedy ? 
The British Parliam ent has from tim e to tim e ap­ 
pointed com m issions to exam ine into the condition 
of the poor, and their reports have produced last- 
ir g benefits to the people of the cities of that coun­ 
try, am ong which 1 m ay m ention the Factory Act, 
the Peabody Fund (which has been fostered by the 
Government) fo n h e dw ellings of the |>oor. 
The fact alone that 40,000 voters in this State 
withdrew fr m the political parties w ith w hich they 
had heretofore affiliated, and. stylin g them selves 
W orkingmen, demanded peculiar legislation, is a 
sufficient reason for the thoughtful legislator to give 
the subject grave reflection. 
That which aids tlie hum blest citizen in obtain­ 
ing em ploym ent, th a t he m ay build a hom e, is add­ 
ing stability to that governm ent which is composed 
of th e people. 
Profiting by the experience of other 
and older States, let us gain such inform ation on 
this subject as w ill enable us to provide a remedy 
for this evil. 
The last Legislature appropriated $6,000 for the 
expense of such Bureau during th e present fiscal 
year, b ut the bill creating the Bureau failing to be­ 
come a law, the m oney remains m the treasury un­ 
expended. 
I beg to com m end to you a careful 
review of this question. 


STATE PRISONS. 
I congratulate th e people of the State 011 t’ e con­ 
stitutional change in the m anagem entof our prisons. 
I believe the system to be in principle correct. 
The 
zeal, tem pered with judgm ent, m anifested by the 
Directors, encourages m e w ith the hope that this 
heavy burden on the taxpayer may tc considerably 
lightened, if not altogether removed. Every change 
made by them has been of advantage to th e M ate. 
The discipline of the prisons, under the hum ane, 
but firm, treatm ent of th e wardens, lias worked 
well. 
The reports of the Directors and w ardens are 
replete w iili valu. ble suggestions ; their recom­ 
m endations requiring legislative action I trust w ill 
m eet w ith your approval. 
Im mediate steps should be taken to classify the 
prisonets. 
We arc but encouraging crim e in per­ 
m itting th is pernicious m ingling of old crim inals, 
steeped in u c e , with young offenders, capable of re­ 
formation. This daily contact is fraught w ith evil,and 
is disastrous to any attem pt at reformation am ong 
the ju venile crim inals. 
I have endeavored to secure 
places for several of these boys on their liberation 
from prison, and have sue ceded in the promise, 
from good reliable citizens, that they will take three 
of them (that are now in prison), educate and care 
for them until they are of age, provided 1 w ill ap­ 
prentice 
them 
by 
articles of 
indenture. 
I 
believe these are proper cases for executive cle- 
m encv, and i would not hesitate to U3e the pardon­ 
ing power, if the Governor had th e authority to 
apprentice the youth. 
I therefore recommend the 
passage of a law* em powering the W ardens or tbe 
President of the Board of Prison Directors to bind 
such boys to responsible parties, w*hen, in the opin­ 
ion of the Governor, the case is one calling for ex ­ 
ecutive interference. 
I am satisfied m uch good 
m ight be accomplished in that direction. 
There are 
several boys now* confined iu the prison at San 
Quentin w ho owe their incarceration more to the 
Wild thoughtlessness of youth than to any real de- 
pravitv of character. 
For these the law, w hile it is 
compelled to punish, should at th e same tim e he in ­ 
duced to open some avenues for their reformation. 
Another fruitful source of evil is to be found in 
the inequality of sentences. 
The bias of a Judge, 
or the prejudice of a com m unity, are iu many in ­ 
stances made causes for excessive sentences. 
Pris­ 
oners, in their intercourse with each other, natu­ 
rally seek to discover the crim e for which each is 
suffering, and the exten t of 
th e punishm ent al- 
loted lor the offense. W hen the fact is revealed that 
for a sim ilar violation of law* the sentence of one is 
greater than that of the other, the prisoner receiv­ 
ing tho larger one broods over what he considers an 
unjust judgm ent, and the thought grow ing by what 
it feeds on, em bitters him against society, and de­ 
term ines him to become “ even ” with it £9 soon as 
the opp rtuniti presents itself. 
Nearly one-half of 
the applications for executive clem ency are based 
on the ground of excessive sentences, and I regret 
to say that, in too many instances, th e facts cor­ 
roborate their statem ents. 
The evil should be cured. 
Justice to society and 
the crim inal alike demand it. 
The power is in your 
hands, and I shall be pleased to aid m any remedial 
measure» you may adopt. 
The constitutional prohibition against the letting 
of contract prison labor has been a source of serious 
thought on the part of the Prison Directors as to the 
best and m ost available method to make up for this 
deticienc . 
After many consultations am ong them ­ 
selves, in view ing this im portant question in every 
phase possible tc express itself, and gathering from 
th e experience of sim ilar in stitutions, and th e opin­ 
ions of those who have made penal financial m an­ 
agem ent a study, they have concluded to enter on 
the m anufacture of ju te bags, etc. 
The m arket for 
th is product is alm ost w ithout lim it; at least the ex ­ 
ten t in which it could be carried o n .a t the prison 
would never leave a surplus of material at hand. If 
successful in their undertaking, it w ill have the 
double advantage of reducing the cost of sacks, a 
need every fanner will acquiesce in. and w ill tend 
to lessen the cost of taxation, in aiding the self-sup­ 
port of the prison. 
The establishm ent of the Branch State Prison at 
Folsom , now in active operation, w ill require som e 
legisl .tion in th e manner of com pelling Judges, in 
counties nearer that location, in point of travel, than 
San Quentin, to order prisoners sentenced by them 
to be com m itted there. 
Under the present law a 
Judge may sentence to either place, irrespective of 
the distance, or the cost of transportation, which 
w ill be found to be a very large item in our appro 
priations. 


REFORM SCHOOL OK HOME OF REFUGE. 
The large number of convicts in the penal in stitu ­ 
tions of the M ate, and th e daily increase of crime, 
calls for your serious consideration. 
Our State is but a little over a quarter of a cen­ 
tury old, and y et our prisons and jails contain a 
larger num ber of convicts than som e of the Eastern 
Stat«!s with tw ice th e population. 
Is it not the part 
of wise legislation to * ndeavor to devise some plan 
to stay this grow ing evil ? 
W ith this object in view*, I would earnestly recom­ 
mend the speedy eetablishm ent of a 8t*te Boy»’ 
Reform School, or H ouse of R efuge, where th e in ­ 
corrigible, vicious and crirai. al boys m »y be plac* d 
under the best reformatory influences, w ith a fair 
hope of their correeti n and reformation. 
It is a sad sight, in visiting our penitentiaries and 
Jails, to see the large num ber of boys incarcerated 
with old hardened crim inals- an apt zchool of vice 
and crim e, from which they graduate prepared to 
m ake war against society. 
Most of these boys are 
sent for a first or minor crim e, or, perhaps, sur­ 
rounded by tem ptation, in an evil m om ent they 
yielded, hardly c >m cious of th e crime they had 
com m itted. 
Should we be so unjust as to permit 
them to be surrounded by the influence of old 
offenders? 
In most of the older States, where they 
fully realize the eJtieut of thiff v>H, they have 
adopted separate institutions for boys, wb* re, under 
good educational, moral and reform atory measures, 
they are trained, w ith a fair hope of m aking good 
citizens ; indeed, th e statistics of those institutions 
show that eighty per cent, of those who have beeu 
inm ates are to day honored and 'cspect d citizens 
in the im m ediate com m unity from which they were 
sent. 
I therefore urge this as no experim ent, but 
feci assured that which has proven so grand a suc­ 
cess in other States * annul fail hero if properly man­ 
aged. 
I 11 Ohio the Boys’ Pcforra School is one of the 
largest and oldest in the country*, and those who 
have attended it (s-n.t there by the Courts and con­ 
stitu ted authorities) have learned the art of fanning 
or a trade, and have come ou t with a fair school 
training and a certificate of good behavior or 
diplom a recom mending them as being worthy and 
deserving of the protection and em ploym ent of ail 
good citizens. 
Thus is removed all the stigm a that 
would follow him as a discharged convict. 
The Boys' Reform Schools In Ohio and Indiana 
have been in successful operation for about twenty 
y ears. 
In the first named State during this tim e 
m ore than 3,000 of the worst boys of the State have 
been sent there (at the present tim e there are over 
500). 
A large m ajority of these have been hon ­ 
orably discharged, and not since charged with crim e 
or misdemeanor. 
Sha 1 we of California try to save these unfortu­ 
nate boys (who b eco x e crim inals in many instances 
because’ they have no one to care for them), by pro­ 
viding in this way the only remedy that has as yet 
succeeded in counteracting this great evil? 


JUTENILE OFFENDERS. 
In this connection I may* be pardoned if I call to 
your serious attention th e alarm ing increase in the 
number of ju venile offenders. I respectfully subm it 
that the feeble and interm ittent teachings of sound 
m orality in the public schools is prom inent among 
the negative causes. 
A positive and more potent 
cause of the growth of crime am ong children and 
youth is to be sought in the lax fam ily governm ent, 
and the entire absence of police restraint, which 
perm its juvenile nigbt-walking. 
Our mild clim ate 
invites children abroad, and th e streets and byway's 
furnish num berless incentives to vice. 
No observing person can be unaware that boys 
and girls who are suffered to run at large at night 
are iu tbe beaten highway to crime and shame. 
It 
is more statesm anlike and le-s expensive to prevent 
than to punish crim e. 
Fection 11 of Article X I. of 
the C onstitution em powers any county, city, town 
or tow nship to “ m ake and enforce within its lim its 
ail such local, police, sanitary and other regulations 
a3 are not in conflict with general law s.” 
'lhis pro­ 
vision appears to give sufficient latitude : but if, in 
your judgm ent, any general law is needed to en­ 
courage subordinate governm ent in the direction 
indicated, your own observation will suggest that 
110 m ore vital interest is likely to engage your at­ 
tention. Public safety and national self-f«reservation 
demand a wise and effective policy of restraiut. 
Napa City, and I believe one or tw o other towns, 
have q uietly enforced, w ith admirable effect, an 
ordinance which authoriz s the town |>olice to take 
up any boy found on the street after 8 o’clock. 
The 
bell rings at 8 o’clock in the evening, and th e boys 
return to their hom es, greatly to the ad van tag 
of 
their morals and m anners, and of the public peace as 
wcJE 


REPORTS OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE ASYLUMS 
FOR THE INSANE. 
1 d isire to c d l your attention to therei>ort8 of the 


officers in charge o f the insane A sylum s of the 
State. 
From these, it will be seen that, on the 30th day 
o f June last, there was 1,116 insane persons in the 
A sylum at Stockton, aud 839 in th e Napa Asy lum , 
m aking a total of 1,955. 
The bare statem ent of this appalling fact is 
sufficient to startle tue com m unity, aud dem auds your 
grave and attentive consideration. 
Dr. Shurtleff, who has been for m any years in 
charge of th e Asy lum in Stockton, and Dr. W ilkins, 
the Resident Physician and Superintendent of the 
Napa A sylum , are both skillful and experienced 
physicians, and, in the care of the im ane, have no 
suj>eriors. 
A side from their annual report, I desire 
to call your attention to their reports of one a d two 
years preceding, where th ey subm it m any va’uable 
recom m endations which are deserving” of your 
thoughtful considera tion. 
By reason of their long 
experience, education, and special study, they are 
believed to be more familiar with all that jiertains 
to the care of tbe insane than it is possible for per­ 
sons differently situated to be. 
I agree w ith them that relief through legislation 
is necessary upon this im|»>rtaut if not em barrass­ 
ing subject, aud I recommend an appropriation suf 
ficient for the fitting up and furnishing of the two 
additional attics at tbe Napa A sylum , and for the 
other im provem ents suggested by the Resident 
Physician and Board of T rustees of that institution 
in their last report. 
In no other way can an equal am ouut of room for 
the accom m odation of insane persons be provided at 
so hinall un outlay. 
J. believe thi» action is neces­ 
sary, from th e fact that Dr. W ilkins show s in his re­ 
port in the sam e ratio of increase the asylum will 
contain on the 30th day* of June, 1883, tw elve hun­ 
dred (1,200) patients. 
The Napa 
A sylum was 
opened N ovem ber 15, 1875; 
w hole num ber of 
patients com m itted to D ecem ber 1, 1880, 2,650; 
num ber ou hand at that tim e, 940, which is the in ­ 
crease for five years and fifteen d a y s! 
I am not 
prepared at th is tim e to agree with the Resident 
Physician, and advise the construction of another 
asylum , :u> 1 believe th e object sought can be ob­ 
tained iu a more equitable and econom ic manner. 
In passing through the wards of our asylum s it does 
not require th e eye of experience nor the know l­ 
edge of a medical expert to determ ine that a 
large num ber 
of the patients 
could 
be 
kept 
at hom e, or, in the absence of 
hom e, in the 
county 
infirmaries, 
at 
one-half 
tin cost 
of 
a State Insane A sylum , besides saving th e expense 
of transput tation. 
Tbat th e class of which I speak 
are kept in the county hospitals in m ost of the 
M ates of th e U nion, 1 have every reason to believe, 
and can see 110 good reason w hy th is system should 
not be applicable in California as in the New* Eng 
land, Middle and W estern States. 
I therefore 
recomm end tb s passage of a law requiring the 
counties to provide for the custody, cure and m ain­ 
tenance of the classes referred to, and that they be 
inhibited from being sei.t to the State Asylum . 
B ut to make any law* that may be passed, however 
stringent its provisions, it w ill be necessary to in­ 
vest the officers in chargeof th e asylum s with large 
discretionary powers. 
A sylum s for the insane are necessarily costly 
structures, tbat should only be built for the care and 
custody’ of acute and dangerous cases, and should 
neither be crowded nor occupied by old men in tlicir 
dotage, the im becile youth, idiotic children, or per­ 
sons afflicted with feeble m inds aud disagreeable 
habits. 
Suitable buildiugs for such persons can be 
erected a t com paratively «malí cost, ar.d should he 
provided In every county where they do not already 
exist. 
T hese unfortunate and helpless people are 
certainly th e wards of th e State, or of the counties 
where they reside, and hum anity dem ands that thev 
shall receive such care and protection as their condi­ 
tion re quires. 
It will be observed by the report o f these in stitu ­ 
tions that large num bers if not a majority cf them, 
arc from foreign ports, bordering on tlie ocean.having 
commercial relations w ith San Francisco, and that 
many of these unfortunates are landed upon her 
wharves in an utterly helpless condition, or come 
from other States upon im m igrant railroad trains, 
arriving in California w ithout friends or means. 
They m ust naturally drift to our charitable in stitu ­ 
tions, largely increasing their burden and expense. 
Before dism issing this subject I would respect­ 
fully suggest that inquiry be made as to th e power 
of the State to protect herself from these unfortu­ 
nate invaders; by enlarging the powers of the Com­ 
m issioners of Im m igration, that will lead to a 
marked restriction in tbe future, by preventing the 
landing of such persons as are a public charge, or 
their resliipm ent to the place from whence they 
came, at the expense of the transportation company 
which brought them . H aving stated m y view s upon 
this subject, which have been deeply im pressed 
upon m y miud by several y ears’ personal ob-erva- 
tion, w hile acting as a trustee of one of the in stitu ­ 
tions earned, I refer th e whole question toyou , with 
confidence th at w hatever m ethod you m ay adopt 
w ill be for the best interest of the State. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
The report of th e Adjutant-General, herewith sub­ 
m itted, deserves respectful deliberation. 
The necessity for m aintaining a well organized 
National Guard, to aid the civil authorities in Flip- 
pressing disorders, is now* self evident, those States 
where care has beeu bestowed in this resj>ect having 
reaped decided advantages in tim es of tum ult. 
N ew York and M assachusetts, with thoroughly 
organized Siate troops prom ptly brought into ser­ 
vice, saved their com m onwealth from riot and pillage 
in th e same disorders, in 1877, that cost Fennsylva- 
nia seven m illions of dollars. 
It is a duty that the State ow es to its citizen to 
m aintain a force sufficient to give guaranty against 
th e terrible scenes that have recently been enacted 
in Colorado and Nebraska. 
But to maintain an ef­ 
ficient National Guard dem ands sym pathy on the 
part of the public, proper appropriations’from the 
public treasury, self-sacrifices from th e officers and 
m en, and constant vigilance on the jiart of all. 
With a properly organized N ational Guard, there 
is a bond for |»eace and gotni order, and in the 
event of civil tum ult and internecine difficulty, the 
strorg arm of the m ilitary organization is essential, 
either as a direct or supporting auxiliary, in order 
to strengthen th e hands and support the arm of the 
legally constituted authorities, w ho, for th e tim e 
being, have been selected to execute the laws the 
pcopiejhave made for their own governm ent. 
The presence of such a controlling force does not 
create alarm or fear in th e mind of any law-abiding 
eitizens, but rather assures them o f safety and pro­ 
tection, as they feel there is sufficient force to m ain­ 
tain th e dignity and m ajesty of th e law. 
The fact is self evident to eviry* thoughtful citizen 
that it is the duty of th e Legislature to suitably 
provide for our State National Guard. 
In this connection I desire to recom m end som e 
more rational mode of distributing th e annual ap 
propriation tor this im portant branch of the State 
Government. 
W hile, iu m y judgm ent, the am ount now author­ 
ized by law is not too large for the proper m ainte­ 
nance of the present force, yet th e m anner in which 
th e State distributes the m oney is defective, and not 
calcinated to secure the desired retuni. 
If the State 
w ill make a sufficient appropriation to erott large 
armories in the cities of San Francisco and Sacra­ 
m ento (v here the greatest num ber of com panies 
are located), furnish them quarters and all n ec-ssiry 
supplies in kind, instead of ailow arccs in m oney, 
the cost of m aintaining the National Guard for a 
period of ten years would be less than under the 
present system , and th e State w ould, at the end of 
that lim e, own the property w ithout additional ou t­ 
lay. 
I may add that in 110 other State in th e Union is 
th e system adopted by California pursued. 
I have 
no doubt but th at the authorities of San Francisco 
and Sacram ento will encourage th e State to build 
th e necessary armories by providing suitable sites 
for the sam e, providing you should deem it expedi­ 
ent to take any action in the matter. 
The highest praise is due the Adjutant-General for 
th e able and efficient m anner in which th e affairs of 
h is office have been conducted. 
Ilis untiring zeal in 
all which tends to promote the success of the N a­ 
tional Guard, has induced him to not only personal­ 
ly inspect each separate command in the State, but 
he has also devised a new system of keeping ac­ 
counts and records of tlie departm ent, which en ­ 
ables th e novice to at once gain any information 
relating to the m inutest detail >>f the office, and in ­ 
sures a faithful accounting for all the propei ty of the 
State belonging to this branch of the Governm ent. 
Tlie laws, rules and regulations th at he has com ­ 
piled, relating to th e governm ent of the National 
Guard of Calif rnia, is a work that has beeu m uch 
needed. 
It has received the highest encom ium s 
from m ilitary men in our own and histtr States. 


Y08EMITE VALLEY. 
M atters pertaining to tho trusteeship of this State 
of the Y osem ite V alley and the Mariposa Grove of 
Big Trees have acquired unusual prom inence in 
public attention by reason of the enactm ent of a law 
at tlie last si ssion of the Legislature term inating the 
tenure of office of th e Com m issioners appointed 
under the Act of Congress ccdii.g the valley ar.d 
grove to th is State. 
The law referred to made it 
tho d uty of the Executive to appoint a Board con­ 
sisting of eight Commissioners, and constituting the 
Governor ox officio a mem ber of said Board. 
'I his 
duty was discharged after th e close of the legisla­ 
tive session. 
Tlie Executive C om m ittee of the Board originally 
appointed under the A ct of Congress declined to 
Tácate the office held by them , or to surrendtr 
the 
bookp, docum ents and property belonging 
to th e Commission and pertaining to the dis­ 
charge 
of 
its duties, cr 
to recognize in any 
manner the validity cf th e A ct of the Legislature or 
the legal authority of tbe Commission appointed 
by the Executive in pursuance of the provisions of 
that Act. 
To enforce a recognition of the enact­ 
m ent of th e State, suit was brought in the nam e of 
th e people, which suit, by due course of legal pro­ 
ceedings, reached tho Supreme Court of the State 
and resulted in a judgm ent by that tribunal, un the 
14th day of A ugust, Í880, fully sustaining the valid­ 
ity of the Act, and confirming the authority of the 
Board of Commissioners appointed in accordance 
with its provisions. 
From this decision and ju dg­ 
m ent an appeal was taken to the Suprem e Court of 
the United States, which appeal has uot to this date 
reached a decision. 
Pending the appeal, the n e w ly - 
appointed Board entered ujx»u its duties and is now- 
acting in discharge of the trust. 
The high importance of . all m atters in this con­ 
nection deserves your earnest consideration. By the 
cession of 
these renowned wonders of 
natural 
Fcenery, the Governm ent com m itted to us a m ost 
im portant trust. 
In th e highest ar.d truest sense 
th ey belong to all mankind. 
Our honor as a State, 
as well as our credit am ong cultivated and civilixed 
m en, are involved with th e question as to how this 
trust shall be discharged. 
Placing these sublim e 
objects of th s world’s wonder and adm iration in our 
keeping, was an act im porting a confidence in the 
aesthetic taste and culture of our people—a high 
com plim ent, of which they are not insensible. 
It is 
tbe honorable am bition of tlie people of this State 
to prove worthy of th is confidence, and deserving 
of this high com plim ent. 
But even if no honorable 
obligation, arising ou t of the covenants into which 
we have entered, existed, our pride that these 
crowning glories of natural scenery are within our 
borders, would impel us to preserve their beauty 
and grandeur unimpaired. 
There arc also econom ic reasons w hich, however 
less worthy than those presented, still have their 
proper bearing upon any ju st consideration of this 
subject. 
During the past season nearly 2,000 tour­ 
ists visited Yosem ite valley, am ong whom were 
representatives of 
every 
civilized 
nation. 
The 
m oney expended by the visitors attracted to our 
State is estim ated at no inconsiderable figure, and 
the annual revenue inuring to our people from this 
source becom es larger as th e facilities for travel in ­ 
crease. 
Of even greater im portance is the con­ 
sideration of the extent to which these natural 
wonders have been the m eans of makinir known to 
all parts of th e woriu th e great resources of our 
State. 
In this view th e Y’oscm ite valley and Mari- 
jx>sa grove of big trees are entitled to be regarded 
as valuable revenue-producing property. 
To render 
them m ore valuable, and to correct som e of the 
errors of tne past adm inistration of this tru st, an 
annual appropriation of m oney will be necessary. 
The trails to th e various points cf observation, 
which have becom e renowned for th e sublim ity 
and grandeur of the view s they afford, should be 
made free from tolls. 
I b e exhibition of such a 
natural w onder to tbe tourists whom we invite from 
all parts of the world, at a pittance of an admission 
fee at the foot of each cliff, is as discreditable to us 
as it is distasteful to them . It m isrepresents the hos­ 
pitality and generosity of our people, and degrades 
th e State in th j eyes o f strangers to th e level of a 
p etty, avaricious alm s-taker. There are still m any 
placc9 of great attractiveness to be made accessible. 
A sj. stem of avenues, drives and roadway! needs to be 
constructed, 
buch a system should *>e first planned 
in its entirety, in harmony w ith the eurroundings, 


and with due reference to its unities as a system ; 
and the parts w hich the State may be able to con­ 
struct in each year should be m ade step s in the 
progress of its u ltim ate com pletion. 
The State 
Engineer, whose high qualifications and experience 
em inently fit him for th e discharge of this duty, 
should, at an early day, m ake the surveys necessary 
to th e form ation of a general plan for trails and 
roadways, and such other im provem ents as may be 
required in developing the picturesque attractive­ 
ness of the valley. 
. 
I respectfully recom m end that th is interest be 
com m itted to the consideration of a special com m it­ 
tee oi each house of legislation, aud that an appro­ 
priation as nearlv com m ensurate w ith the interests 
involved as m ay,’in your judgm ent, be consistent 
with w ise econom y, be made. 


REPORT OF THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
The sanitary condition of th e State, the nature 
and causes t f diseases incidental to our clim ate, arc 
fu lly treated therein. 
A ttention is called to the 
enactm ent ( f a “ m ore efficient system of registra­ 
tion of deaths, births and m arriages.” 
The neces­ 
sity for legislation on this subject is fully set forth 
in the report, and the conclusions arri\ed at are 
based 011 years of practical experience. 
A t the iast session of the Legislature a resolution 
was adopted requiring th e Governor to appoint 
three m em bers of the Board of H ealth to consider 
the sub ject of a hospital for consum ptives, “ to de­ 
term ine a suitable locality, to investigate the prob­ 
able cost, 
v 
* 
and’ to report th e results of 
their investigations to th e Legislature at its next 
session.” 
The appointm ents were made pursuant to 
the legislative request, and tb e labor of invest ga- 
tion entered into with zeal and energy, as a proof of 
which th e very able report of the com m ittee will 
am ply testify. 
The resu lt of this invest cation at a 
com paratively trifling c st has w ell re paid the State 
in the am ount ami value of the inform ation given. 
With all due credit to the com m ittee for their very 
able and exhaustive report, I do not think the State 
should, at least for tlie present, s nctiou any e x ­ 
penditure of the public m oney in the au, port of an 
institution of this character. 


REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 


The report of the Secretary of State em braces, as 
do all the report-, of the State officers, with th eiX 
ccption of th e Attorney-G eneral, but the operations 
and transactions of their reap, ctiv* departm ents for 
the term of six m nths. 
The fees for fi iug articles 
of incorporation, aud issuing certificates thereon, 
have been greatiy reduced, as com pared w ith prior 
adm inistrations. 
As m any of these corporations 
partook of the character of “ wild ca t” m ining spec­ 
ulations, the decrease thereof m ay be considered 
beneficial to the hotter interests of th e State. 
As Superintendent < f the State Capitol building, 
much care and attention has been given, and many 
im provem ents mude, and I indorse th e suggestions 
made by the Secretary as being tim ely, judicious, 
and worthy of lig isla tiv e action. 
The request of 
this officer in asking for an appropriation to pay 
extra clerk hire, for recording unfinished work of 
his predecessor, m eets m y approval. 
Tbe labor was 
an absolute necessity, of vital im portance to busi­ 
ness men, and it could not have been accomplished 
w ithout the aid of extra assistance. 


REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY* GEN ERAL. 
The report of tlie Attorney-General show s the 
condition of his departm ent up to October 1st. 
If 
credit ib to be g iie u to an econom ical adm inistra­ 
tion, he is certainly deserving of it. 
Tbe docket a t­ 
tached thereto indicates the office to be 110 sinecure. 
The am endm ents suggested are forcibly put, and 
your attention respectfully asked for in their con 
sideral ion. 


REPORT GF THE SURVEYOR-GENERAL. 
The report of th is officer, clear, com prehensive, 
and replete w ith valuable f-uggestions, indicates a 
thorough know ledge of our land laws. 
The am end­ 
m ents recom m ended by him as necespary to place 
our land system on a fair and equitable basis is 
w orthy yuut consideration. 
No more im portant 
legislation will com e before you, of greater interest 
to the State or to th e settler, than w ill be found in 
tb e proper adjustm ent cf our land laws. 
It may 
becom e necessary to the settling up of the “ lieu- 
land gra n ts” that a personal visit on the part of the 
Surveyor-General to W ashington be dem anded. 
I 
recom m end an appropriation to defray his expenses, 
should its necessity be ascertained. 
A full list of 
tlie Spanish or M exican grants, em bodied in th is re 
port, m akes it one of historic value. 


REPORT CF INSURANCE COMMISSIONER. 
The Insurance Com m issioner presents his annual 
report, replete w ith statistical informal ion. 
A9 no 
suggestions have been made therein, and no com ­ 
plaints of the workings of our insurance laws, it is 
safe to say they are satisfacto: y, and any attem pted 
legislation to disturb them should he closely scru ­ 
tinized. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF STATE PRINTING. 
The m anagem ent of the State Printing Office has 
been such as to demand inoro than a mere passing 
word of com m endation. 
Tlie report of th e ctfi ient 
Superintendent shows in a clear and concise state­ 
ment the condition of this departm ent. A 11 analysis 
of the cost of printing under State control as com ­ 
pared w ith th e former m anner of State printing, ex­ 
hibits m ost satisfactory results in favor of the pres­ 
ent system . 
A great saving may still be accom ­ 
plished 
in 
the 
reunction 
of 
the 
num ber 
of 
reports now* 
ordered 
printed, 
and 
preventing 
certain 
qualities 
of 
high-priced 
paper from 
being used when m aterial of a low er grade, of less 
cost, and ju st as serviceable, would answer the sam e 
purpose. 
The perm ission given to the several de­ 
partm ents to order ad lib itu m such printing and 
quality of paper as th ey deem proper, is an abus 
that should be remedied. 
In the printing of bills 
presented to the Legislature, I can see no necessity, 
where am- ndm ents are offered, th at the amended 
bill shonM be reprinted. 
The C onstitution s a y s : 
“ Nor shall any bill be put upon its final passage 
until th e sam e, w ith the a m en d m en ts thereto, shall 
have been printed for th e use of the m em bers.” 
lh is , in m y judgm ent, m eans that the am endm ent 
only shall be printed, and attached where it right­ 
fu lly belongs. 
In bills of tw o or three sections, the 
reprinting would not be m aterial, but in those of 
any length, the expense is not warranted, while the 
retrenchm ent is necessary. 


REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE DEAF AND 
DUMB AND BLIND ASYLUM. 


The report of the Directors o f this institution 
show s that 139 inm ates are now being cared for bv 
the State. 
It is ably conducted, and its financial 
m anagem ent econom ically adm iulstercd. 
The State 
may feel proud of this charity. 
The Directors have 
been com p lied, on account of th e lack of proper 
accom m odation, to restrict th e adm ission of pupils 
therein. 
An increase of appropriation of $4,R00 per 
annum is asked for its support, and a f irther sum 
of $34,000, to be expended in the er. ctiou of an ed u ­ 
cational building, furnishing the new hom e for the 
girls, ventilation and heating, and im provem ent of 
the grounds. 
The nature, character aud u tn ity of 
this worthy institution is too well known to demand 
any further recognition than the report’uf its Direct­ 
ors conveys. 


STATE HARBOR COMMISSIONERS. 
The report of the Board .: State Harbor Com­ 
m issioners covers a j»eriod o f 01 <• year, viz.: 
From 
June 39, 1879, to June 30, 1880. 
The average m onthly receipts ¡-how a decrease, as 
compared w ith the receipts of the previous two 
years, of $1,654 05 per m outh, or $19,848 CO for the 
year. 
’ The average m onthly expenses, $12.779 04, being 
a saving of $1,038 72 per m onth, as compared with 
the previous tw o tears. 
Tlie decrease in th e am ount of receipts can be 
easily accounted for in the financial depre sion 
which affected every branch of our com m ercial in­ 
dustries during the period th is report is estim ated 
for. and iu part to the reduction of its tolls. 
The Board, in their report, have given am ple de­ 
tails as to the labor*>f the Com m ission. 
Som e im 
portant suggestions are m ade, to enforce which will 
require legislation, ar.d i especially commend them 
for your consideration. 
Tlie seawall has engage 1 a large share of their 
attention, and the sum of $399,682 90 has heeti e x ­ 
pended in the construction of this im portant work, 
while $114,968 90 has he n f-p.nt in the erection of 
new* wharves. 
F.veiy facility to supply the w ants of 
com m erce, and w ithin ih e pow e r t f the Be»ard to 
grant, has been given. 
The future of .-an Francisco depends on it» harbor. 
N ature has well provided for her in th is direction ; 
but man is th rea tow ing it! destruction, and the 
rapid filling in of San Francisco B jy is naturally cx 
citing grave apprehensions as to its com m ercial effi­ 
ciency. 
Its channels are being sha low ed, it» navi­ 
gation im peded, and its current» constantly shifting, 
caused in a great m easure hy the vast am ount of 
m ining debris daily dep* sited by our inland stream s. 
Prompt m easures should be taken to ascertain liow 
this dread calam ity may be n* erted. 
On th e 30th o* Decem ber, 1879, a reduction of 
tolls was made, and June 4th, 1880, a reduction cf 
wharfage. 
This was a stop in the right direction, 
and one which I tru st wi 1 bo followed up. 
The 
Commissioners report the cost of collecting tolls, 
etc., to have been 16.8 per cent, of the am ount col­ 
lected. 
There m ust be som e radical error in a sy s­ 
tem that adm its of so expensive a service. 
An 
attem pt was m ade last session to prevent it (Stat 
utes 1»80, page 10), but th e Act failed in its object. 
A bill on th is subject w ill be subm itted to you by 
the Commissioner». 


STATE MINERALOGIST. 
Am ong th e m any reports presented for your con­ 
sideration, I know none mure deserving pera& l and 
deliberation than that of the State Mineralogist. 
The Act organizing the State Mining Bureau was 
one of th e w isest m easures passed at th e last ses­ 
sion. 
This, in part, is doubtless ow ing to its 
efficient m anagem ent, for, although but six m onths 
old, it has assum ed a m uch older appearance. 
Its 
collection of specim ens, m ars, m odels, etc., has e x ­ 
cited the adm iration of the practical as wall as the 
praise of the scientific m en. 
It is gradually being 
known am ong th e scientific institutions of the land 
as a source from whence m uch knowledge and in ­ 
formation m ust be derived. 
It has already evinced 
its utility to the State in the inform ation given as 
to various deposits of econom ic minerals. 
It' is 
destined, if properly and judiciously fostered, to 
bring into active light many of the hidden resources 
of the State, and to im part, through th e practical 
knowledge of its officers, the benefits which such 
discoveries yield. 
. 
The S u te should appropriate a sufficient sum to 
defray the salaries and running expenses of the 
Bureau, leaving the am ount collected “ as taxes 011 
the issue of cert ficates of st*ek corporations ” for 
the sole purpose of purchasing specim ens, prepare 
ing, arranging and analyzing them , and such other 
ex|>enditure as may be rendered necessary for the 
practical benefit of the citizen. 
1 have been informed that m any very valuable 
and, in som e instances, exceedingly rare dona­ 
tions would be made to tbe Bureau, w« re the 
sam e located in a building capable of show ing them 
to advantage and safe as a repository. 
To do this it 
w ill he necessary to change the pre ent location, and 
a» tlie value of the gifts would be greater than the 
outlay for rent, I deem i t advisable aucti a change 
should be made. 
And, in connection therew ith , I 
would recommend that the mineral cabinet now* hid 
away in our State Library be transferred to the care 
o f tbe Bureau, whose proper function it is to care 
for it. 
CAPITOL COMMISSIONERS. 
The Board of Capitol Com m issioners have pre­ 
sented no re|>ort of their labors for th e last yea-, for 
the reason that the work under their superintend­ 
ence has but Just com m enced, and is only now in 
progress of construct! >n. 
The appropriation for 
th e enlargem ent of 
the 
State 
Printing Office, 
and for repairing and painting of the building, has 
been judiciously expended, and the office has been 
made <>ne of the m ost convenient and com plete in 
the State. 
In the construction of the new fence 
around the Capitol grounds, for which an appropri­ 
ation of ten thousand dol ars for th e perm anent im ­ 
provem ent of the State C »pitoI grounds was m f de, 
the Capitol Com m issioners, in t'.ie absence of any 
legislative instructions as to whom should control 
and superintend the work, have undertaken, as be­ 
ing the guarJi&ns of such property, the care and e x ­ 
penditure of th e appropriation. 
After considera­ 
tion of th e m any plans presented, and an exam ina­ 
tion of tbe m aterial to he u se!, all of which p.an», 
an l sam ples of stone, will be fonnd in the office of 
the Secretary of S u te , ready at any tim e for your 
inspection, if so desired, the Board _ determ ined to 
com m ence 
its 
erection ; 
and 
it 
was 
earn­ 
estly 
desired 
that 
it 
should, 
in 
Part, 
at 
lea&t, 
be 
placed 
in 
position 
by 
the 
end 
of the year, and in tim e for your honorable body to 
see the character and exten t of the work ; b ut ow ­ 
ing to unforeseen difficulties iu th e early prc|*ra- 


^ tions, it. w’as found im possible to effect this wish. 
The appropriation will on y perm it tho construction 
of such fence from the ea^t sido entrance to Tenth 
street, th en ce w est on said street about 150 feet. 
It 
w ill require abou' $23,000 to com plete the Fame. 
I 
recom m end an appropriation for this purpose, pay­ 
m ent to be equally divided in th e tw o succeeding 
fi»cal years. The State Engineer, w ho has had m uch 
experience in the laying out and superintending of 
l&nd^ape gardens, ha-*, in accordance w ith the re­ 
quest of the Com m issioners, surveyed the grounds 
of the Capitol Park, and p r e p a id a film 11 c*1 nso- 
nauce therew ith, which, if earn il ir , will be credit­ 
able to tbe 8 late, a n ! te n ! to increase th e adm ira­ 
tion of%i»itors from abroad. 
A sm all appropriation 
w ill be required to carry out th e intentions of the 
C om m issioners, in the porch se of trees, fchrubber}*, 
etc., and I respectfully present the tam e for your 
action. 
These grounds are being inclosed w ith th e 
fence taken from th e grounds 011 which the Capitol 
building is locate'!, and w hich, with proper care, 
m ay be serviceable for som e tim e to come. 


ORPHAN ASYLUMS. 


The A ct for th e support o f orphans, half orphans 
and abandoned children, passed at th e preceding 
session, “ authorizes the Board of Exam iners to e x ­ 
am ine into th e m anagem ent of any such institution, 
either in person or by som e authorized ug 
By 
referev ce to the report of th e Board of E x-m iners it 
w ill be fout.d that th ey have exercised m at author­ 
ity , and a full statem en t o f the condition of the sev­ 
eral in stitu tion s of th e M ate receiving its support 
has been rendered. 
The rapidly increasing num ber i f inm ates, esp e­ 
cially of abandoned children, now crowding these 
asylums» is a subject of serious consideration, and 
one which I trust w ill receive your earnest atteu ­ 
tion. 
W hile I believe it th e m ost solem n duty of 
th e State to protect and care for the parcntlcss 
child, I also believe that such protection should be 
guarded by wise and hum ane legislation. 
Charity 
abused ceases to he charity. 
Justice to th e State 
dem ands that proper restrictions, enforced by legal 
enactm ents, should be strictly observed in tbe ad­ 
m ission to these in stitu tion s o f those seek in g hom es 
within them . 
W here the surviving jiarent can af­ 
ford to pay for the m aintenance of the child, th e law 
should compel it, and in default of which, after a 
reasonable length of tim e, the institu tion under 
w hose care it is should adopt it, and be to all intents 
and purposes its parent. 
The power should be 
given the asylum s to apprentice th e inm ates, or per­ 
m it their adoption, as the case m igh t be, with 
authority at all tim es to inquire as to th e m anner in 
which such child is cared for, and if im properly or 
inhum anly treated, 10 place the m atter in th e hands 
of the D istrict Attorney of th e county in which such 
child has been apprenticed or adopted, with such 
other legislation as may be found necessary to en ­ 
force th e hum ane treatm ent of the child. 
Section 6 of Article IV. of th e C onstitution m akes 
it im perative on the present Legislature to adjust 
the districts of the State, aud reapportion th e repre­ 
sentation thereof, on the basis of th e ceusus of 
1SS0. 
The official statem ent of the census of this 
State w ill be presented to your honorable body in 
tim e for due consideration. 
In apportioning the 
State into Congressional 
D istricts, a ju«-t 
a n d 
equitable adjustm ent should be made. 
The diver­ 
sified interests c f the S tate should have a repre­ 
sentation in the national council. 
There can be 
no d- ubt but that California w ill be entitled to five 
m em bers of Congress, w ith a possible chanc8 of six. 
I am of the opinion, however, that but five districts 
should be created, leaving, in case of a sixth m em ­ 
ber being allotted, th e electors at large to fill the 
sam e. 
CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


Tlie interest on th e subject of coolie im m igration 
has not in th e least subsided ; on the contrary, ih e 
desire to com pel the removal of this undesirable 
class of persons from our m idst is da ly glo w in g 
stronger. 
The last session of the L egislature, in 
consonance with th e expressed wishes «f their con­ 
stituents, i absed several laws, the objective points 
of which were to prevent thatdegradingcom petition 
which free labor m ust suffer when brought into con­ 
tact w ith cheap, servile labor. 
In every instance 
where those laws were legally U stc& the Courts have 
decided their unconstitutionallity. 
The em phatic, 
determ ined expression of th e people has neverthe­ 
less resulted beneficially. 
It has com pelled th e no­ 
tice of th e General Governm ent, and negotiations 
have been had tending to the abrogation of the well 
known Burlingam e Treaty ; and under instructions 
the Com m issioners selected to enter in to a new* 
treaty with tb e Chines j tm p ire have nv-de arrange­ 
m ents that will prevent the future from being d is­ 
tort ed by th is p em i ious im m igration. 
Should 
these happy results follow the action of the Com­ 
m issioners, our people may congratulate th em ­ 
selves on th e success of their earnest endeavors. 


BANK COMMISSION. 
The im portance of this Commi.reion is verified by 
the very able report of ih e Com m issioners. 
It will 
be found replete w ith statistical inform ation, and 
m any very valuable suggestions, to w hich I re»-pect- 
fully* call your attention. 
The financial condition of 
th e’ State is better understood and appreciated 
through th e m edium of the m oney-lending in stitu ­ 
tions than through any other channel. 
The de­ 
crease in the deposits of Havings banks has been 
equalized by an increase in those 
com m ercial 
banks. 
The reasons producing th is change are 
clearly stated in the report of th e Com m issioners. 
A decrease of over tw enty-eight m illion dollars 
indebtedness to the ba tks dur ng the last tw o years 
is m ost flattering to our prosperi y, ana w hen taken 
into consideration with the financial depressions 
w hich have weighed so heavily upon our people 
duriug th e Fame period, exh ib its a resu lt of which 
w e may ju st y feel proud. 


RIGHTS OF WOMEN. 
It has been brought to m y official not’ce that pe­ 
titions from som e of our best representative citizens 
throughout th e S tate w ill be presented to you, ask­ 
ing that an Act be passed to confer upon.the wife 
tbe right to succeed to tbe com m unity property on 
the death of th e husband, in th e Fame m anner as he 
is now em powered to do upon the death of the wife; 
and also for the passage of an Act that shall enable 
the women citizens of the State to vote for ail fchool 
officers, and upon questions relating to educational 
purposes, not restricted by th e C onstitution to 
qualified electors. 
The first proposition certainly seem s only right 
and proper, and should com m end itself to those who 
believe in equal justice and equal rights. 
The question of wom en voting upon all school 
questions is, to my m ind, open to but one objection, 
that is, that the privilege (if it is possible foi wom en 
to have any greater privileges than they now pos­ 
sess) of voting, would not be exercised bv those 
w hose influence is now so poteut for good, for 
although not depositing the ballot in person, they 
have in a great m easure been th e directing power in 
the fram ing of w ise laws. 
By giving th e ballot to 
all, and es|*ccially to those who have not heretofore 
used their influence properly, would it tend to neu­ 
tralize th e silent influence for g x n i that now pre­ 
vails ? 
The influence o f good w om en can b ut advance our 
best moral and intellectual interests, and if exer­ 
cised in the selection o f those who direct and con­ 
trol our putdic schools, society h**s evtrythiug to 
gain by it. 
Sim ilar laws are upon th e statute b »»k9 
of six or seven of th e other State®, and il has been 
found to work harm oni usly and for the best inter­ 
est of the public schools. 
The qu stiou is one de 
serving of your thoughtful consideration. 


THE INTERNATIONAL WORLD’S FAIR. 
An Act of Congress, approved April 23, 18S0, 
“ providing for celebrating the one hundredth an. 
niversarv of the treaty of peace snd th e recognition 
of American independence, hy holding an exhibi­ 
tion of arts, m anufactures, and the products o f the 
soil and m ine, in the city of New York, iu th e . ear 
eig h t-en hundred aiul eighty-three,” |>ermits the 
Governors of the se veral M atis to recommend, sub­ 
ject to confirmation by the President of the United 
States, four Commissioners to represent th e in ter­ 
ests of their respective States, 
fcueh rec mmenda- 
tioiis liave been m id e by me, and the ceutlcm en so 
appointed have been duly commissi*und. 
From the in f o r m a ti o n received at this departm ent 
th is exhibition prom ises to exceed even the great 
Nati nal K x¡»*ition. 
Tlie varied industries of the 
world w ill be there presented in friendly com;*eti- 
tion. 
W e of the Pacific coast, and es|H cially of Gal 
ifornia, are seeking m arketable avenues for the di» 
posal of m any of o u r nroductions. 
I11 thus being 
D r o u g h t into contact w ith th e products ar.d tbe pro­ 
ducers of the nations of the earth, we an* enabled, 
by com parisons of labor and interchange of ideas, to 
m aterially advance tlie separate interests. 
Encour­ 
agem ent should be trivm our citizens, that th ey may 
enter understandingly in this im portant enterprise. 
I recommend asm a I appropriation be made to de­ 
fray the expense» «*f tne Commissioners. 


RESOURCES OK THE STATE. 


Our State is one great in area, and in th e variety 
of its resources perhaps not equaled by any other 
in the Union. 
A scientific geological survey, as California has 
found by experience, is a work in v o lv in g great e x ­ 
pense, and requiring m uch tim e for its com pletion, 
and although a valuable and in terestin g result is 
produced thereby, it is not in tb at popular form 
calculated to m eet the necessities of the great m a­ 
jority of th e people of the State, or the inquiries of 
those abroad who may be looking Califoroiaward 
with a view of em grating hence. 
D uring the years I860 to 1874 inclusive, more 
than $275,000 were expend d in th is M ate upon a 
geological survey. 
The enterprise w os stopped be­ 
fore any real benefits vere derived from it, th e only 
results being one volum e on ornithology, tw o « n 
paleontology, one on geology, one descriptive o f the 
Yosem ite Ya Icy region, and a sm all, general map of 
the S'ate. 
This map has been useful, b ut it is very 
incom plete, and having, ffir the m<»ht part, not been 
made from original explorations of the deDartment. 
A lthough it was com piled from th e best inform a­ 
tion availab'e w hen made, the map is now out of 
date, for m uch valuable knowledge has l«een ac­ 
quired by State and Governm ent surveys and explo­ 
rations since that tim e. 
Several other s* ctional 
m aps were o ir m en eed , but never com pleted and 
published, and a great m ass of data was accum u­ 
lated ar«d is now in store at the U niversity. 
D oubt­ 
less m uch of this inform ation could be incorporared 
in th e m ore practical work which we need, and it 
were a pity that so m uch of the State m oney should 
be th us spent and the result allowed to remain idle 
and unused. 
T he thought has occurred 
me, in 
review ing the work cf several branches cf the State 
service, and consulting w ith the heads of tht^e d e­ 
partm ents, that, m uch fresh data U being daily ac­ 
cum ulated, which can at a very sm all add tional e x ­ 
pense be made available for the real useful treatise 
on the topography, hvdrolngy, soil, com position, 
agricultural, m ineral, and other resources of Cali­ 
f >rnia, which we so much need. 
The State M ineralogist is determ ining, classifying 
and locating mineral deposits. 
The Profes-M*rof Agriculture at the U niversity is 
ara!, zing, classifying and tracing the origin of agri­ 
cultural boils. 
The State Engineer is delineating the topography 
of the State from th e m ost recent data and original 
work, upon a large general map and atlas sheet de­ 
tail maps, and is also studying the hydrology of our 
great river basins, and the adaptability of our soils 
'lo w et and to dry farming. 
The d epaitm ents for work arc already in ex ist­ 
en ce and full operation, ard the • ffieers under pay 
by the State. 
It only requires th e provision of a 
legal organization and direction, with som e addi­ 
tional m eans to a small am ount, for joint purposes, 
to turn their labors to the production o f the desired 
result. 
. 
In conclusion, it is my happy p n \ Urge to con­ 
gratúlate you upon tho j»eace an ! prosperity which 
under a kind Providence, attends us as a S tate and 
nation. 
The > ear just closed bus been crowned 
w ith abundant harvests, and the fields are again 
clothed with the emerald prom ise, encouraging 
hope to await in devout gratitude another golden 
fulfillm ent.
